Now,  persons 
enter  the  grounds,  dig  graves  wherev- 
er it  may  suit  their    fancy    or   conve- 
nience, and  in    many    cases    without 
any  reference  to  the  right-*  of  the  liv- 
ing or  respect   for    the    dead.

At  present  thcrfe  is  an  immense^ 
arao^mt  of  business  beiilg  done  at  the 
La  Crosse  depot.  Every  steAtner 
trom  up  river  brings  down  in  additioi\ 
to  her  regular  freight,  fr<»ra  one  to 
three  barges  of  wheat  in  bulk.  There 
is,  at  the  present  time,  nearly  or  quite 
8,000  barrels  of  flour  on  the  wharves 
waiting  shipment,  besides  the  wheat 
and  other  freight^ — estimated  at  500 
car-loads  in  all.  The  La  Crosse  road 
sends  out,  on  an  average,  about  eighty 
through  freight  cars  everyday.  From 
this  an  idea  may  be  formed  of  the 
business  that  is  being  done  at  the  de- 
pot, to  say  nothing  of  the  freight  go- 
ing the  other  way.

When  fifteen  years  old  he  went  to  Union 
College,  and  when  eighteen  years  old  he 
went  to  Georgia  and  taught  the  young 
ideas  of  incipent  rebels  how  to  shoot.     It 
is  popularly  supposed  that  he  there  got  the 
first  inkling  of  that  Irrepressible  conflict 
which  was  to  culminate  in  our  great  civil 
war.     In    bis   27tb  year  he  was  ohoaen 
President  of  a  Tonag  Men's  Convention  in 
fsvor  ot  John  Quincy  Adams  for  President. 
In  1880  he  was  elected  to  the  State  Sen- 
ate as  an  anti-Mason.    In  183S  he  visited 
Europe,   writing  a  series  of  letters  fiom 
there  to  the  Albany  Evening  Journal.    In 
1884,  he  waa  nominated  by  the  Whigs  for 
Governor,  but  was  defeated  by  Win.  L. 
Marcy,    In  1888,  he  again  ran  against  Mr. 
Marcy,  and  was  successful.    He  served  two 
terms  Its  Governor,   and   in  1849  he  was 
sent  to  the  United  States  Senate  in  plaoe 
of  General    Dix,     In    1865    he  was  re- 
elected to  the  Senate  and  in  1861  entered 
tlie  position  in  the  Cabmet  which  he  sUll 
oocupiee.

learning  the  oircumstanoes,  summoned  a 
jury,  and  at  once  held  an  inquest  on  tlio 
body  at  the  Court  House.  The  following 
ia  the  testimony  given  by  tbe  witnesses 
oalled  : 

THB  RTIDKNCa 

Dr.  Murphy  was  the  11/st  witnofs  called.  H » 
testltied  that  he  was  cilied  up  in  the  middle  ot 
the  night  te  attend  a  man  who  had  been  tounit 
lying  on  Third  street;  recoirnirod  the  deceaaed 
a«  the  i>ereou;  he  was  quite  dcul  when  wltees-i 
examined  him.  His  shoulder  waa  broken  and 
the  Itones  driven  through  the  lungs,  his  riUi  ' 
broken,  and  as  he  IhinivS,  his  back  also,  but 
not  having  mode  a  criileal  examination  Is  not 
sure  of  that  fact;  altogether  he  wjis  in  a  horri- 
bly  mangled  conditio:;  understood  deceiuteit 
Jumi>ed  from  the  fmrth  stoir  of  the  Mer- 
chants* Hotel  building  on  Thinl  street;  had  no 
idea  what  indue od  him  te  commit  the  act;  had 
prescril>cd  lor  him  on  two  or  three  occasion* 
when  labaring  under  delirium  frtmttMs,  caused 
by  excessive  drinking. 

Frank  Msguire  examined— Knew  deceased 
slightly;  saw  him  last  about  twelve  a'clock  the 
previous  night ;  he  was  very  much  intexica- 
ted ;  shoukf  Judge  from  what  he  had  hoard 
that  his  general  habits  were  bad. 

C.  V.  P.  Lull  sworn— Knew  deceased  sine? 
181».  His  general  habits  were  not  very  good ; 
saw  him  about  two  week  ago :  he  was  very 
drank,  and  witness  lectured  him,  when  ho 
promised  to  reform;  have  seen  him  once  or 
twice  in  a  state  of  dtlirium  tremnu. 

Cdi.  I.  J.  Shaw  examined— Knew  the  de« 
ceased;  saw  hliu  previous  to  his  death  In  tho 
billiard  room;  he  was  very  noisy,  but  not  mora 
tiian  u«uul  when  under  lUo  influence  of  liquor ; 
witne-'s  left  the  billiard  room  asd  weui  into 
tho  offlce ;  about  half  pant  twelve  o'clock  de- 
ceased came  into  tbe  olliee  and  got  a  pitcher 
of  ice  water  and  a  light  and  retired  to  his  roosix 
which  was  on  the  fourth  story  of  the  Tkird 
street  building  ;  in  alwut  an  hour  afierwards 
witness  was  called  np  by  the  private  watehm;ui 
and  informed  that  the  deceased  had  been  found 
lying  on  the  sidewalk,  dead. 

Offleer  Klemer  sworn— -Was  on  his  beat  last 
nlKht  at>oat  two  o'clock,  and  passed  the  Mer- 
ekants'  Hotel,  going  up  Third  street,  when  ho 
got  in  front  of  Dawson's  Bank  be  heard  a  noiso 
ot  something  tt'ling.  but  as  the  men  were  in 
the  act  of  cleaning  out  that  establishment  con- 
cludt^  that  tho  noise  bad  proceeded  from 
thence;  went  up  as  far  as  Robert  street,  and  on 
his  return  discovered  the  deceased  Ijiag  on 
the  sidewalk  in  his  shirt  only;  immediutoly 
mounded  the  alarm  for  assistance,  and  weoi  lor 
Doctor  Murphy;  deceased  had  Ijeen  drusk 
pretty  nearly  all  tbe  time  for  tho  lait  two 
years. 

Offleer  Wtdte  corroborated  tho  toalhnony  m 
the  last  witeees. 

The  Coroner  then  charged  the  Jury  who  re- 
turned the  follow  mg 

VERDICT. 

We.  the  undersigned,  a  jury  empaacUed  to 
ascertain  by  what  means  tiie  deceased,  Perry 
B.  Sloan,  come  to  his  de.<ith,  find  as  follows: 
That  while  iu  a  suieol  delirium,  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  8d  of  Jnue,  he  cither  fell  or  juminid 
out  of  a  fourth  story  window  of  the  Mor- 
cbants's  Hotel,  on  Third  street,  thereby  sus- 
taining several  severe  injuries,  causing  his  Im- 
mediate death.

Wist  Point,  May  29  —On  the  day  of 
Lieutenant  General  Soott  arrival,  he  said 
toOMptain  B4>jnlon  tliat  he  liad  oome  to 
West  Point  t<j  die.     Oaptain  Bojuton  re- 
plied that  he  hoped  not ;  but  the  General 
repeate<l  his  statement,  by  which  it  would 
ceem  he  had  a  presentiment  that  his  mor- 
tal career  was  rapidly  reaching  its  close. 
Notwithstanding  his  feeble  health,  bow- 
ever,  he  was  able  to  rise  as  usual  every 
morning,  and  weut  out  riding  every  after- 
noon,   autil  IJunday,    when  his  physician 
adriacd  him  to  remain  at  his  rooms.    ()n 
Satun^ay  afternoon,  he  not  only  took  his 
accuatomcd  drive  to  Cozxens,  but  devoted 
several  hours  to  writing  letters.     Oe  was 
exceedingly  weak  after  this  labor,  bat  ai>- 
prehend©<l  no  ill  effects  from  it,  although 
he  folt  more  than  usually  exhausted.  Dur- 
ing the  ni^jht  he  slept  soundly,  and  in  tb0 
morning  seemed  to  be  muoh    refreshed  ; 
but  he  kept    his  bed    for   most  ot    the 
day,  in  obedience  to  the  phyhician,  the 
assistant  eurgeon  of  the  post.  Dr.  Marsh. 
On  Monday,    his    daughter,    Iklrs.  Iloyt, 
who  came  upon  a   visit    from    the  city 
on    Saturday,    returned    to  New    Yerk^ 
leaving    her    father,     as   elie    supposed, 
in  a  fair  way  to  recovery.     He  wa-^  in  ex- 
cellent spirits-;  and  althonnh  he  felt  assureil 
that  the  end  was  nigh,  he  did   not  appre- 
hend that  death  was  then  standing  by  the 
bedside,  ready  at  any  moment  to  give  the 
fatal  blow.      During  Monday  night  he  ex- 
perienced a  chill,  but  the  doctor  thought 
it  would  pass  off  in  the  onlininary   man- 
ner, and  no  immediately   unfavorable  re- 
sult wotild   come  of  it.      This,   however, 
did  not  prove  to  be  the  case,      Frdln  that 
time  until  his  li{>s  were  clos-id  forever,  he 
uttere«l  but  a  few  words.     Evan   this  fact 
did  not  create  any  alarm  among  the  offi- 
cers of  tlie  post,  the  General  had  experi- 
enced so  many  attacks  ot  illness  during 
his  ec»journ  at  this  place  ,  periodically  ex- 
l)ected       At  nine  o'chxk  this  morning  he 
was  known  to  be  very  ill,  but  although 
he  died  at  five  minutes  after  eleven  o'clock, 
it  was  not  until  10:45  that  it  became  evi- 
dent that  death  was  very  near.     At  this 
time  tlie  ehaplain  of  the  |»ost,  the  Rev.  J. 
A.  French,  was  sent  for,  and  he  immedi- 
ately hurried  to  the  bedsi<le  of  the  dying 
man.     Gen.  Soott  was  unable  to  speak  a 
word,  but  signided,  by  look  and  motion, 
that  he  was  cimscious  that  he  was  siton  to 
die.     The  cha{)1ain   took   his  hand,  and 
asked  him  si.veral  questions,  which  were 
answered  by  a  slight  preesure,  which  con- 
veyed to  those  present  tUe  as  urauce  that 
tho  dying  chieftain  w:is  resigned  to  hi>  fate 
—was  ready  to  die  like  a  soldier,  a  Ohris- 
tian,  and  a  man      Rev.  Mr.    French  then 
solemnized  the  last  sacramental  offices, 
and  while  he  wiia  giving  utteranoa  to  a 
prayer,  the  tpirit  of  Gen.  Witdcld  Scott 
took  its  dight    Besides  the  chaplain,  there 
were   present   at  the  time   Gen.  G    W. 
Oullum,   Superintendent  of   the  Mihtary 
Academy,  Assistant  Surgeon  Marsh,  tiiKl 
tlie  General's  Unly  servant.     The  intelr 
ligenoe  of  the  death  of  Gen.  Soott  was 
at     once    communicate*!    to    the    gar- 
rison   ot    regulars    stationed    here,   aud 
also  to  tho  cadets.     The  regular    businese 
of  the  place  was  t^njiftended,  and  the  dage 
wore  lowered  to   hail  stiiff.     Gen.  Ouilum 
at  once  telegraphed  to  Secretary  Stanton 
aud  Gen.    Graut  at   Wtishingtor,  for  in- 
struction?, and  in  the  evening  received  a 
telegram  trom  each  of  those  officers,  both 
ot  whom  expressed  their  sorrow  at  the 
lose  of  s^>  great  a  man.     Gen.   Grant  sig- 
nified his  intention  to  be  present  at  the 
funeral,  and  Mr.  Stanton  requested  to  be 
informed  as   to  the  arrangements  to  be 
made  for  the  obs^Hjuies.     A  guard  of  hon- 
or was  pla"e<l  in   charge  of  the  remains, 
and  was  on  duty  during  the  afternoon  and 
uij^bt ;  this  cousieited  of  the  officers  of  the 
highest   rank   at  the  garrison.    Arrange- 
ments were  made  f:r  .holding  the  funeral 
in  the  chapel  of  the  [x>st  at  one  e 'clock  on 
the  afternoon  of  Friday.

At  precisely  dve  minutes  after  elevei^ 
qaietly  aa  if  in  a  slumber,  the  patriot 
whose  life  has  been  so  intimately  asso- 
ciated with  the  military  history  of  his 
country  passe<l  away. 

General  Scott  had  only  been  confined 
to  bed  for  the  last  three  days,  but  during 
that  time  his  btrength  was  gradually  filing, 
and  be  eeemeil  to  have  a  presentiment 
that  this  was  his  last  vieit  to  West  Point, 
in  which  institution  he  took  an  iutenf« 
intere.-;t,  and  at  which  he  spent  every  smtv 
mer  for  the  last  forty  years.  When  o«)m- 
ing  from  tfce  boat  on  the  10th  of  May,  h« 
remarked  to  a  friend  that  he  had  come  to 
the  old  academy  to  die,  and  in  convereia- 
tion  with  Oaptain  li^iynton  a  few  days  ago 
he  replieil  to  some  remark  concerning  his 
visit  to  West  Point  that  he  came  there  to 
be  buried.

Those  who  have  studied  with  any  degree 
of  care  the  previous  history  of  our  oeun- 
try  will  have  no  difficulty  ia  recalling  to 
their  recollection  the  name  of   Mrs.    Gen. 
Eaton.    Tills  lady  was  in  her  days  one  of 
the  meet  fascinating  women  of    Washing- 
ton :  she  was  active,  in'.«lligeut,  witty,  full 
of  life  and  animation,  and   was   possessed 
of  a  very  fair  share  of  personal  attraction. 
By  her  social  graces  she  commanded   the 
•ttenUon  ot  many  of  the  leaders  ot  fashion 
in  Washington,  aud,  aa  all  narratives  in- 
form US",  won   the  esi)ecial   ftivor  of   the 
great  General  and    Pr«ei  lent,    Jackson, 
himself.     In  short  she  was  at  one  time 
"  tlie  bright  and  peculiar    star  "   of    the 
American  Capital. 

From  our  Republican  Cfeurt  he  was 
transferred  to  adorn  the  Court  of  Madrid, 
to  which  place  Gen.  Eaton  was  accredited 
Minister.  She  pasee^l  some  time  both  in 
London  and  Paris  and  well  euslaiaed  the 
credit  of  the  American  name. 

After  Gv»n.  Eaton's  death  Lis  widow  was 
left  the  poseossor  of  an  iudei>endent  for- 
tuie,  well  invested.  She  lived  in  excel- 
lent style,  and  was  noted  alike  for  her 
good  taste,  liberality,  and  charity.  In 
course  of  time  she  a*«amed  tlie  guardian- 
sliip  of  her  two  grandchildren,  a  young 
girl  and  boy,  and  made  ample  provision 
for  their  future  life,  nettling  upon  each  of 
them  a  sufficient  proi)erty. 

Meantime  a  yoimg  Italian  by  the  name 
of  Bourganani  landed  upon  our  shores 
He  was,  we  believe,  of  respectable  oon- 
neotion  in  his  own  country,  but  was  cer- 
tainly very  poor,  and  for  a  considerable 
space  of  time  oxjuld  procure  no  etaploy- 
ment.  Force<l  to  l>e  idle,  aud  yet  foroe<l 
to  live,  his  prospects  were  ve'-y  disheart- 
ening. Bat  in  his  rambles  he  chanced  to 
meet  one  of  our  leading  mnsicianp,  (Ded- 
worth,  we  believe,  though  tor  this  we  will 
not  certainly  vouch,)  who  reoommcnde<l 
him  to  adopt  the  profession  cf  a  dancing 
master,  for  which  he  was  apparently  qual- 
ified. The  Italian  acted  ui>on  the  friendly 
hint  thus  giver,  and  met  with  au  encour- 
aging degree  ot  success. 

Among  his  dancing  pupils  were  a  boy 
and  girl  -the  grandson  aud  granddaugh- 
ter of  Mrs  Gen   Eaton. 

Bourganani  was  a  man  of  oily,  insinuat- 
ing manners;  rather  handsome,  though 
not  propod.«»5tiing  to  a  judge  of  p!iy;;ioguo- 
mv  ;  betraying  iu  hu  taut  ememb/t  more 
of  the  dancing  master  or  barber  than  of 
the  geutlyman.  But  such  as  he  was,  the 
grandchildren  reterre«l  to,  the  boy  and  tlie 
girl,  conceived  a  decide<l  liking  for  him, 
and  evs!!  went  so  far  as  one  day  to  request 
their  grandmethtr  to  allow  him  to  viait  at 
her  house. 

At  first  Mrs.  Eaton  was  indignant  at 
tho  idea  of  the  social  innovation  ;  but,  ah 
Providence  or  ill-luck  ordained,  dually 
consented.  Tho  Italian  came  and  was  most 
kindly  treated  with  all  the  genial  hospital- 
ity for  which  his  hosteus  had  ever  been 
fumed. 

With  all  the  cunning  of  his  nation  and 
oiiaracter,  he  soon  ascertained  the  exact 
state  of  Mr*.  E's  fi  nances  lie  also  dis- 
oovere<1,  what  in  fact  was  patent  to  all, 
her  amiability  and  fof't-heartednsss.  Or 
these  latter  qualities  he  su.oothly  took  ad- 
vantage, and,  before  many  mouths  had 
passed,  It  was  announced  in  fashionable 
circles  that  the  widoiv  of  Gen.  Eaton  and 
Bourganani,  the  dancing  master,  were  to

THE  GLAKDE8TINE  JOURNEY. 

Mr.  LloMkln's  ovrn  Account  of  tats  •<>- 
•ret  Journey  rr*Bi  Phltadelpkta  to 
WaahlBStoB*  Just  Prior  to  kta  lu- 
auinirattoB. 

The  following  is  taken  from  Losdog's 
"  Life  of  Abraham  Liooola" : 

W.Mle  In  Washington  Oity,  eariy  ia  De- 
oeml>er,  1864,  the  writer  called  on  the 
Prcbident,  with  Isaac  N  Arnold,  member 
of  Omgresa  from  Oliicago,  one  of  Mr. 
Linoola's  most  trusted  personal  friends. 
We  found  him  alone  in  the  room  wherein 
the  Cabinet  meetings  are  held  (in  the 
White  House),  whose  windows  overlook 
the  Potomac  and  the  Waahington  monu- 
ment. At  the  request  of  the  writer,  the 
Prseident  related  the  circumstanc*?  of  his 
clandestine  journey  between  Philadelphia 
and  Washington.  The  narrative  is  here 
given  toubstautiaily  ia  his  own  words,  as 
follows : 

"  I  arrived  in  Piiiladelphia  on  the  21st. 
I  agreed  to  stop  over  night,  and  on  the 
following  morning  hoiet  the  da|^  over  In- 
depen<leDce  Hall.  Iu  ths  evening  there 
waj  a  great  crowd  where  I  received  my 
friends  at  the  Continental  Hotel.  Mr. 
Judd,  a  warm  persunal  friend  from  Chi- 
cago, sent  for  me  to  oome  to  his  room.  I 
went,  aud  fv  and  there  Mr.  Pinkerton,  a 
skillful  police  detective,  also  from  Chicago, 
who  had  been  emplo>e<l  for  some  days  iu 
B.iltimore,  watching  or  searching  for  eus- 
pioious  persons  there.  Pinkerton  inform- 
ed me  that  a  plan  had  been  laid  fer  my 
assaesi nation,  the  ex  ict  time  when  I  ex- 
pected to  go  through  Baltimore  \>6- 
ing  publicly  known.  He  was  well 
informeil  as  to  the  phiu,  but  did  not 
know  that  the  conspirators  would  have 
pluck  enough  to  execute  it.  He  urged  me 
to  go  right  through  with  him  to  Washing- 
ton that  night.  I  didnt  like  that.  I  had 
made  engaaernentH  to  visit  Harrit^burg,  an  J 
go  from  there  U)  Baltimore,  and  I  lesulved 
to  do  CO.  I  coul  I  not  believe  that  there 
was  a  plot  to  murder  me.  I  made  arrange- 
ments, however,  with  Mr  Judd  for  my  re- 
turn to  Piiiladelphia  the  next  night,  if  I 
should  bo  convinced  tliat  there  was  danger 
in  going  through  Baltimore.  I  told  him 
that  if  I  should  meet  at  Harritburg,  as  I 
had  at  other  plao^'S,  a  delegation  to  go 
with  me  to  the  next  place  (then  Balti- 
more), I  shftuld  fv'e.  pa'e,  and  go  on. 

"  When  I  was  making  my  way  back  to 
my  room,  through  crowds  of  i)eople,  I 
met  Frederick  Seward.  We  went  together 
to  my  room,  when  he  told  me  that  he  had 
been  sent,  at  the  instanod  if  his  father 
and  Gen.  Scott,  to  inform  me  that  their 
detectives  in  Baltimore  had  dis.x)vered  the 
plot  there  to  assassinate  me  They  knew 
nothing  of  Pi nkert->n's  movements.  I  now 
believed  such  a  plot  was  in  existence. 

"  The  next  morning  I  raised  the  flig 
over  Indeifendencr"  Hall,  and  then  went  to 
Harrishnrg  with  Mr.  Sumner,  Major  (now 
General)  Hunter,  Mr.  Judd,  Mr.  Lamon 
and  others.  There  I  met  the  Legislature 
and  people,  dined,  and  waited  until  the 
time  appointed  for  me  to  leave.  In  the 
meantime,  Mr.  Judd  had   eo  secured  the 


keen  interest.  Bat  when  the  gentleman 
turned  to  address  her,  he  altered  his  voice, 
he  changed  his  manner,  as  with  one  vast 
effort,  he  dropped  to  the  level  of  small 
talk. 

And,  oh!  what  do  you  think  was  the 
first  thing  he  told  herf  A  fib,  of  course. 
He  told  her  she  "looked  charming,"  the 
poor  thing  standitig  there  faded  and  jaded, 
in  the  pitiless  gas  light.  Then  he  asked 
her  bow  many  receptions  she  had  attended 
during'tthe  season.  Then  he  remarked  on 
the  weather.  Then  be  hadnt  any  more 
to  say.  Then  be  looked  awfully  bored. — 
Then  he  wondere<l  when  supper  would  be 
ready.  The  lady  felt  iustinciively  tliat  the 
learned  man  supposed,  as  a  matter  of 
cenreo,  that  she  had  neither  knowledge 
ncr  inteiest  in  any  sulject  which  oould 
possibly  interest  him.  Timid  and  sensi- 
tive, she  did  not  dare  to  destroy  that  sup- 
position by  broaching  a  subject  or  express- 
ing an  o[)iuion,  lest  this  very  masculine 
man  should  suddenly  change  his  mind,  and 
think  her  strong-minded  and  unfeminine. 
This  lady  had  read  much,  and  thought 
more,  and  felt  most  keenly  upon  every 
sabject  of  publio  and  private  weal.

Women  read  newspapers  with  as  much 
avidity  as  men  ;  and  who  can  read  news- 
papers and  remain  ignorant  of  the  great 
questions  of  the  day?  With  all  our 
schools,  the  press  is  an  vver  present  edu- 
cator. Thus,  my  dear  sir,  very  often, 
when  you  are  making  yourself  ridioolous 
for  the  e[>ecial  benefit  of  a  lady,  she  is  si- 
lently gauging  your  oomprehensioo,  and 
loaohing  bottom  all  the  while.

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We  WUeve  that  nearly  every  jour- 
nal iu  the  State  has  ventilated  on  the 
subject  of  the  approaching    Congres- 
•ional  election,   and  the    favorites   of

Norton    would   curse    the 
oldest  and   best   christian    since  the 
days  of  Old  Christian,    who,   accord- 
ing to  Bunyon,  packed  a  huge  load  of 
sin  up  the  rough  and  rugged  pathway, 
and  faced  the  lion  and    deterred    the

During  the  past  four  years  there  has 
been  a  daily  mail  service    during  the 
season  of  steamboat   navigation    be- 
tween  Prescott  and   Taylor's   Falls, 
and  tri-weekly  during  the   remainder 
of  the  season.     After  the  first  of  July, 
we  understand,  this   service   will   be 
discontinued,  to  be  supplied  by  a  tri- 
weekly four-horse  coach  service  from 
this  city  to  the  Falls.     This  may  serve 
the  country  north  ot  us  quite  as  well 
as  the  river  service— as   during  peri- 
ods of  low  water  the  mails   have   un- 
avoidably been  irregular — but   it  will 
not  be  sutticient  for   the   rapidly  in- 
creasing business   between    this   city 
and  the  upper  Saint  Croix. 

Messrs.  IJurbank  &  Co.  have  a 
contract  for  a  tri-weekly  service  from 
this  city  to  the  Falls,  connecting  at 
Jjtillwater  on  alternate  days  with  the 
daily  service  between  this  city  and 
St.  Paul.  What  is  needed— we  might 
say  demanded  by  the  business  inter- 
ests of  the  public— is  an  increase  of 
service  to  a  daily  line.  Under  such 
an  arrangement,  mails  leaving  St. 
Paul  at  8  o'clock  in  the  morning 
would  reach  this  city  at  11  A.  M.  and 
arrive  at  Taylor's  Falls  at  5  P.  M. 

If  our  people,  in  conjunction  with 
the  various  towns  interested,  will 
take  hold  of  the  matter  and  make  the 
necessary  repsesentations  to  the  De- 
partment, we  have  no  doubt  but  this 
increase  of  service  can  be  secured.

A  young  girl  hud  both  h  r 
lc»;a  broken.  No  on.?  else  was  injured  except 
by  bruises.  This  is  the  first  fatal  accident  on 
tho  Kea;iiug  Railroad  for  twelve  years. 

CoTEnT,  the  murderer  of  the  Roosa 
family,  near  Lebannon,  Ohio,  has  been  con- 
victed of  the  murder.  This  it  will  be  remem- 
bered, Is  his  second  trial.  Upon  the  tirat  tri.^1, 
in  February  last,  be  was  convicted  of  mur- 
der in  tbe  first  degree.  Uts  lawyer  contrived 
to  flick  some  Qaw  in  tho  rulings  of  tbe  Court 
before  whom  ho  was  tried,  and  the  Supremo 
Court  aIlowc<!  a  new  trial.  This  was  con- 
cluded at  Lebannon  last  week,  and  a  second 
verdict  of  murder  in  the  first  degree  render- 
ed. A  most  desperate  attcuipt  was  noado 
to  acquit  the  ecoundrel.  So lar  was  this cunUd 
that,  during  the  trial,  an  attempt  wa^  made  to 
murder  Mary  Chaffer,  a  principal  witness 
against  Covert,  at  Middleton,  a  Utile  town  half 
a  dozen  miles  from  Cincinnati,  on  tbo  Little 
Stiaml  llaiiroad.  She  wo.^  shot  at  five  times, 
one  of  the  bullets  grazing  her  i>erson.  There 
is  no  earthly  doubt  that  Covert  committed  tho 
murder,  and  tho  sooner  ho  is  bung  the  better 
Covert's  brolher-lu-law,  McNeil,  is  to  bo  tried 
as  accessory.

The  Rocon  Btmotion  renolutione  were 
taken  up,  tho  [>endiiig  qnentiou  l)««iiig  up- 
on Mr.  Williams's  sul>btitut«)  for  the  bcooud 
section  published  yesterday. 

Mr.  Johnson  opposed  the  amendment, 
on  tho  ground  that  it  reducod  the  number 
of  electors.  The  purpocio  was  to  give  the 
franchiae  to  black  men.  The  Senator  finom 
Maasaohnetettd  (Snmner)  and  otliers  with 
him  oontente<l  that  C<.>ngr«ee  had  tbo  right 
to  n^uiiite  the  franchise,  which  he  denied. 
The  right  belonged  to  the .  States.  It 
would  reduce  the  nutnl)er  of  repreaenta- 
tivce  one,  or  perhaps  two,  in  South  Caro- 
lina.

That  tho  following  article  Ixj  pro- 
posed to  the  LsgiRlatures  of  the  several  Statee 
as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  wlilch,  when  ratified  by  throe- 
fourth?  of  the  Legislatures,  shall  be  valkl  ae 
part  of  tijo  Constitution,  uumcly: 

Arti<;i.e— Sk<  rioN  1.— .\ll  persons  bom  or 
naturallzcil  in  the  United  States,  and  subject  to 
tho  jurisdiction  thereof,  arc  citizens  of  the 
United  States  and  of  the  State  wherein  they 
reside.  No  State  shall  make  or  euibrcc  any 
laws  which  shall  obridge  the  privileges  or  im- 
munities of  citlzenfl  of  ihe  United  atatea  ;  nor 
shall  any  State  dejirive  any  person  of  life,  lib- 
crty  or  prosperity,  without  due  process  of  law, 
nor  deny  to  any  {>erson  within  its  jurisdiction 
tho  equal  protection  of  tho  laws.

This  opinion,  ah  I  am  advised,  is  enter- 
tained by  most  of  the  soundest  merchants 
and  bfukers  of  New  York.  The  correct- 
ness or  incorrectness  of  it  can  be  better 
determined  when  the  elfect  of  the  sales 
and  the  heavy,  tand,  perhaps,  consequent 
shipments  of  coin,  upon  the  English  mar- 
ket, and  tho  reactive  influence  there  npon 
onr  own,  sliall  be  fully  ascertained.

A  JcwImIi  Divorec. 

Tlie  New  Haven  Journtd  and  Courier 
has  the  following : 

"  Yesterday  a  divorce,  according  to  tbe 
practice  in  the  Hebrew  Oliurch,  took  place 
at  the  residence  of  Rev.  J.  Gabriel.  At 
the  present  term  of  the  Sn|>crior  Court  a 
divorce  was  obtained  by  Louis  RotliBc.hild 
from  Esther  Rothschild.  One  of  the  par- 
ties desired  a  divorce  should  also  be 
granted  after  the  manner  of  tho  Hebrew 
custom.  Yesterday  it  wa.s  accomplished. 
As  it  is  interesting  to  know  what  tho  cere- 
mony consisted  of,  wo  give  it.  It  was 
as  follows:  Tho  wife,  dressed  in  block, 
with  a  black  veil  over  her  face,  ap- 
l)eared  with  her  husband  before  a  council 
of  ten  men,  members  of  the  synagogue. 
There  were  also  present  three  rabbins,  one 
of  wliom  acted  as  the  petitioner,  and  wrote 
out  on  parchment  a  petition  in  Hebrew, 
asking  for  a  divorce,  and  also  wrote  out 
t!io  decree  of  divorce ;  the  second  acted  as 
the  respondent  or  defendant,  and  the  third 
as  a  kind  of  judge ;  the  council  often  act- 
ing as  a  jury.  The  man  iind  wife  having 
appeared  they  stood  side  by  side  l)ofore 
the  council.  "'The  rabbins  and  conned  then 
took  an  oath,  all  shaking  hands— the 
oath  being  to  tho  effect  that  tlley 
would  always  cont^idor  the  divorce 
legal  and  binding.  The  wife  then  re- 
moved her  veil,  and  the  rabbi  who  acted 
as  i)etitioner  read  tho  petition  in  German, 
and  stated  the  case  to  ihe  conncil,  who 
having  heard  it,  decreed  the  divorce.  The 
decree,  folded  up,  was  handed  to  tlie  hus- 
band, and  the  wife  raising  her  open  hands, 
the  husband  dropped  the  paper  into  them. 
The  rabbi  who  acted  as  judge  then  took  it 
and  cut  the  ends  lilco  a  fnnge.  He  then 
handed  it  to  the  president  of  tho  syna- 
gogue, telling  him  to  place  it  among  the 
records  of  the  society,  to  be  preserved  as 
evidence  of  the  divorce.  This  having  been 
done,  tiie  ceremony  was  tiuished,  and  the 
parties  departed,  no  longer  man  and  wile."

In  the  Dubnqne  fleraUt  of  Friday 
find  the  following : 

On  Sunday  afternoon  Mayor  Thonipson 
was  callal  cpon  by  W.  J.  Vandyke,  Presi- 
dent of  tho  Merchants'  National  Bank  at 
Hastings,  Minnesota,  to  arrest  Dana   P. 
Rumsoy  on  fhe.chnrge  of  forgery.   This  D. 
P.  Rumsey  was  formerly  from  Chautauque 
county,  New  York,  where  bo  has  friends 
now  residing.     On  Thursday   last  he  ar- 
rived in  DabnqH9   from   up  river.     Soon 
after  hs  called  on  Mayor  Thosipson  an<l 
introduoe<l  himself  on  the  strength  of  as 
acquaintance  of  several  years  ago,  and  the 
friendly  regard   whieh  Mayor  Thompson 
l>as  for  other  members  of  his  family. 

The  charge  of  forgery  is  preferred  against 
him  for  having  p/osented  to  the  Merchants' 
National  Bank    of   Hat-tings,  a    letter  of 
eredit  puriK>rtlng  to  be  from  H.  T.  Ram- 
sey of  La  Crosse,  Wis,  a  brotiier-ln  law  of 
D.  H  Rumfey,  and  on  tho  strength  of  the 
letter,  having    procured  |752    on  a  draft 
drawn  by  him  against  his  brother-in-law. 
The  letter    and  (Iraft   were  forwarded  to 
Mr.  Ramsey  at  La  Crotse,  aud  by  him  the 
former  was  pronouuoetl  a  forgory,  and  the 
latter  allowed  to  go  to  protest.     Ascertain* 
ing  that  the  forger  had  oome  to  this  oiiy, 
Mr.  Vandyke  immediately  telegraphed  te 
have  him  arrested,   and  at  once  started  iu 
pursuit. 

The  despatches  failed  to  reach  the  officers 
here,  but  Mr.  Vandyke  arrive<l  in  time  to 
capture  his  man.  Mayor  Thompson  at 
once,  on  learning  the  facts,  had  Ramsey  ar- 
rested, and  in  consideration  of  his  respfot- 
able  counoctions  and  out  of  friendly  regard 
for  them,  placed  him  in  oharge  of  officer 
Hardy  of  the  police  force,  instead  of  send- 
ing to  Jail  nntil  he  could  be  removed  to 
Hastings.  On  Sunday  ovoning  Marshal 
MclJiall  took  tho  prisoner  np  the  river  by 
way  of  a  8t.  Leuis  steamer,  and  will 
thero  deliver  him  to  the  proper  authorities 
to  be  dealt  with  for  his  orimo. 

We  are  informed  by  Mayor  Thompson 
that  Ruinsey's  friends  are  among  the  most 
respectable  people  of  tho  section  in  which

they  reside,  and  tliat  he  is  a  "black 
sheep  ••  of  the  family.  Some  of  our  citi- 
tens  will  probably  remember  having  seen 
him  on  the  street  daring  the  past  week, 
having  hU  arm  in  a  &ling.  He  explained 
his  crippled  condition  by  saying  that  his 
arm  was  broken  during  a  drunken  bout  at 
St.  Paul.

Mr.  McDonald,  a  resident  of  Polk 
county  in  this  State,  who  sonjc  weeks 
since  left  here  for  Vermilion,  returned  to 
Superior  on  We<lnes<lay  la.'^f,  and  has 
shown  us  eomo  specimens  of  a  coal  vein 
which  he  discovered  In  that  locality.  He 
found  the  veins  cropping  out  in  a  raviuo 
in  which  he  was  exploring  for  gold.  Tho 
pieces  shown  as  were  of  good  quality, 
and  of  the  variety  known  as  cannel  coal. 

Early  in  the  past  winter  wo  acknowl- 
e«lged  the  receipt  from  Mr.  Bradshaw  of  a 
specimen  of  cannel  coal  from  that  locol- 
ity,  which  was  found,  wo  believe,  by  an 
Indian,  and  handed  to  Mr.  B.,  who  was  at 
that  time  at  tlie  lake. 

There  have  a  number  of  persons  seen 
and  examined  this  specimen,  whe,  al- 
though they  acknowledged  it  to  \)e  the 
genuine  article,  expressed  donbts  as  to  its 
having  boon  found  at  Vermilion.  On.this 
point  we  sever  had  a  doubt,  but  we  mu=t 
confess  we  were  fearful  tlie  Indians  would 
be  unwilling  or  unable  to  point  out  the 
locality. 

The  late  discovery  by  Mr.  McDonald, 
will,  wo  hope,  allay  tlie  mistrust  of  the 
skeptical,  more  particularly  when  he  says 
he  is  '•eady  to  show  the  vein  to  any  who 
may  be  willing  to  remunerate  him  for  his 
tron'ile. 

Later. — Since  the  alKive  was  written, 
we  have  l)een  favored  with  a  visit  from 
Mr.  Dickinson,  who  arrived  hero  from 
Vermilion  on  Thursday  Last.  He  informs 
us  that  on  the  night  jirior  to  his  depart- 
ure from  the  Lake,  Messrs.  Sterry  and 
Williams,  "Mutuals,"  came  in  from  an  ex- 
ploring tour,  and  report  the  discovery  of  a 
large  vein  of  coal.  From  th's  we  infer 
that  there  have  been  found  two  distinct 
veins,  as  tho  locality  in  which  the  last 
named  parties  found  their  vein  is  not  in 
the  same  direction  from  tho  Lake  as  the

Tho  origin  of  this  pura^o  was  thus  explain- 
o<l  by  the  General . 

At  tho  commencement  of  the  Mexican 
War,  Scott  usually— as  always  in  troublous 
tim<!8--spent  from  fifteen  to  eighteen  hours 
a  day  in  his  ofTico,  happened,  on  being  call- 
ed upon  by  tho  Secretary  of  War,  to  l)e  found 
absent.  Ill  explanation,  Scott  hurriedly 
wrote  a  note  to  say  that  he  was  back  In  the 
olfice,  having  only  stepped  out  for  the  mo- 
mcnt  to  tiiko- regular  meals  being  out  of 
tho  quo-otion— -a  hasty  plate  of  soup  " 

This  private  uote  being  maliciously  thrown 
into  party  newspapers,  all  tho  witlings— for- 
getting their  own  hasty  pudding,  lastened 
upon  it,  with  much  glee,  and  also  tried  their 
clumsy  wit  on  the  phrase  "conquer  a  peace;" 
but  not  afler  the  early  fact,  as  also  on  the 
"Ore  upon  the  rear;"  but  never  alter  the  tiro 
of  the  enemy  and  that  of  the  administration, 
on  front  and  rear,  bad  been  Hlleneed  by  tbe 
campaigH  of  1847. 

TBI  TUIJBF  WHO  BEFl*8ED  PCOTT'.I  MEDAT.. 

Here  ie  o  pleasant  story  also  told  by  the 
General  blmsolf : 

This  medal  chanced  to  be  tomperarily  iu 
the  City  Bank  ol  New  York,  for  safe  keep. 
Ing,  when  two  thieves,  in  a  night's  work, 
took  from  that  iuHtitution  $2tJO,000.  Tbe 
medal  was  lying  in  a  trunk  of  gold.  All  the 
coin  wa.H  stolen,  but  the  medal,  though  tak- 
en out  of  its  coflo  (marked  with  the  owner's 
name)  to  gratify  curiosity,  was  lelt.  A  few 
years  later,  when  tho  robbers  botl  served  out 
thei'  sentences  in  tho  State  prison,  or  been 
pardoned  by  the  E.KOcuiive,  Scott  was,  in  a 
steamer  on  the  Hudson,  robbed  of  his  purse 
by  pickpockets  who  did  not  know  him. 

Tbe  principal  of  tho  bank  robbery  hearing 
of  the  fosfl  ($llO)  bestirred  himself  among 
the  tratcruity ;  threatened  to  caiue  the 
whole  body  to  be  sent  to  the  State  Prison  if 
the  money  was  not  returned,  and  added : 
",Wheu  in  the  City  Bank  I  saw  the  medal, 
but  was  not  sueh  a  villain  as  to  rob  a  gal- 
lant soldier.' '  In  a  day  or  two  the  money 
was  returned  by  Hays,  the  high  conutablo, 
with  that  report,  received  from  a  third  par- 
ty. To  show  that  ho  did  not  himself  pocket 
the  money,  Hays  was  re<iuired  to  produce 
Scott's  written  receipt  for  its  return — which 
was  given.  • 


Nehemlah  Pollard  was  an  army  con- 
tractor. He  famished  pork  for  the  West- 
em  department,  and  or  coarse  be  got  rich 
bT  it  At  the  end  of  two  years  of  that 
kind  of  busineee,  he  found  himself  worth 
half  a  million. 

People  began  to  call  him  Mr.  Pollard, 
and  Sijuiro  Pollard,  instead  of  old  Pollard, 
and  "Miah,"and'Ble^  men  with  neck- 
cloths, called  on  him  with  snbscription 
papers. 

Mrs.  Pollard  had  discovered  her  im. 
portauoe  previously.  Dry  goods  olerks 
held  the  doors  open  for  her  now,  who, 
j  threo  weeks  ago,  would  have  seen  her  drop 
I  a  doxon  parcels  in  the  mud  and  shut  the 
skirt  of  her  drees  in  the  door  forty  times 
without  coming  to  her  rescue.  She  was 
oonsidtcd  aboat  sewing  sooieties,  and  ap> 
peale«l  to  in  behalf  of  foreign  mif«ions  and 
Bible  Bocietiee  and  sanitary  commissions, 
and  her  opinion  was  quoted  among  her 
friends  OS  we  would  quote  from  the  statate 
books 

Mrs.  Pollard  awoke  suddenly  tu  a  fall 
knowledge  of  the  fact,  tliat  it  ill  became 
their  altered  clrcamstanoes  to  live  in  a 
ene-story  woo<lon  house  in  a  remote  part 
of  tlie  city,  with  none  of  the  modern  con- 
veniences and  improvements.  They  owed 
it  to  their  children,  she  sai<l,  to  inhabit  a 
house  with  all  tlie  modern  convenienoes, 
and  see  something  of  the  world.

establbhcd    ficU :     Mr.    Weago    bought    ten 
one  thousand  dollar  United  States  bonds,  with 
consecutive   numbers.    Having  no  fire  prool 
safe,  he  cut  off  the  coupons,  as  he  asserts,  for 
addlUonal  security  against  fire,  burlary,  etc. 
Four  of  the  bonds  were  subsequently  stolen 
from  him,  and  all  efforts  to  recover  them  have 
prove  fruitless.    He  asked  for  a  re  Issue  of  the 
bonds.    Mr  Toylor  decided  that  far  the  bonds 
and  coupons  relumed  entire,   though  eepara- 
ted,  new  ones  can  be  Issued.    For  thosa  stolen 
but  not  recovered,   new  bonds   cannot  be  Is- 
eued.    The  law  does  not  authorise  the  Issue  of 
new  for  lost  or  stolen  ones.    The  holder  can  | 
collect  the  Interest  on  the  coupons  as  they  ma. 
lure,  but  nothing  more  can  Imj  done. 

Thb  Union  stcck  y  rds  at  Cliicago  toek 
fire  on  Tbuisday  last  and  were  damaged  to  the 
amount  of  $35,000,  being  $18,000  above  Insur- 
ance.   The  fire  broke  out  In  the  large  Unk 
house  at  the  western  extremity  of  the  Union 
Stock  Yards,  and  raged  with  great  fury.    The 
tank  house  and  the  water  apparatus  was  en- 
tirely destroyed.

I  hear  men  say,  "Aha!  it's  their  turn 
now.     Let  us  be  qmet  and   allow  the  Fe- 
nians to  return  them  some  of  their  St.  Al 
bars  courte&ies.     IM  like  to  peo  a  town  or 
two  burned,  a  bank  or  so  robbed, jnst  to 
let  them  know  how  good  it  is,"     Well, 
now  that  is  all  wronu.     I   will  not  deny 
that  my  natural   roan  was  delicately  and 
quietly   tickled  at  tirst  by  a  mischievous 
sense  of  poetic  justice,  but  it  was  only  for 
a  moment.     True,   the  Canadians  did  act 
most  unfairly,   and  I  he  mother  country 
most  wickedly  toward  us  in  our  dire  dis- 
tress ;    but,    if  we    take  like  opr>ortani- 
tiea  to    shew  the  same  F[>irit,   in   wiiat 
is  republicauigm  greater  or  better  than 
de8i>otism?     I  want  to  heap  coals  of  fire 
ou  their  heads  by  showing  the  grand  spec- 
tacle of  a  Chrislian   nation   actuated   by 
Christian  principles.     If   England   is   in 
volved  in  war  I  don't  want  to  see  a  single 
>*hip  go  out  of  our  ports  to  destroy   her 
commerce,  and  over  the  Canadian  border 
I  dont  want  to  see  a  single  cottage  harmed. 
I  want  them  to  find   their  evil  overcome 
by  good.     The  way  to  live  in  peace  is  to 
l>e  better  than  your  enemy— in   his  opin- 
ion, not  yours.         •        •        •        * 
•        •        •        I  don't  know  whether  I'd 
better  make  a  further  application  of  this 
principle  or  not.     I  have  not  been  very 
popular  with  my  people  during  the  past 
year.     I    have    failtd    to    carry     them 
ftltogetlier        witli        me        on        some 
public    occasions,    and    I    am    sorry  for 
them  1     But  yet  I  must  say,  that  I  cannot 
escape  tlie  direct  bearing  of  this  gospel 
law.     I  am  as  strong  as  ever  In  the  con- 
viction that  the  true   result  of  the   war 
must  be  recogniaed.

"The  name  is  written  in  the  etflly  feeble 
characters  so  well  known,  but  the  motto 
ia  traced  in  a  much  holder  and  more  forci- 
liand.  The  Album  is  the  property  of  a 
New  York  lady,  who  visited  tlie  city  at 
the  extra  bes^ion  of  Congress  in  1861. 
She  was  very  anxious  to  get  the  old  Gen- 
eral's autograph,  but  soon  learned  that  it 
was  not  an  easy  thing  to  do.  Sbe,  how- 
ever, lit  upon  the  expedient  of  eending 
her  little  girl  of  about  ^en  years,  right  to 
his  office  during  business  hours.

AtBANY,  June  14.— In  a  dispatch  for- 
warded Saturday  night,  it  was  stated  that 
the  rinderpest  of  pleuro  had  made  its  ap- 
pearance, and  that  it  had  been  so  officially 
announced  by  the  President  and  SecreUry 
of  the  New  York  State  Agricultural  Soci- 
ety. The  statement  was  erroneous  The 
officers  named  announced  the  appearance 
of  pleuro- pneumonia,  but  not  the  rinder- 
pest. The  diseases  of  the  cattle  are  en- 
tirely different  in  their  nature.  The  rind- 
erpest has  not  appeared  in  this  country,  so 
far  as  the  knowledge  of  the  officers  named 
extends ;  and  it  is  confidently  expected 
that  we  shall  escape  the  scourge. 
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An  lNToi.BKABr.B  SriM'OsiTtoN. — A  far- 
mer called  at  the  house  of  a  lawyer  to 
consult  him  professionally.

Mr.  Harding  (Ky.)  propoaod  that  the 
Democratic  ^u'e  should  have  o:ie  hoar  al- 
lowed them  tor  debate,  to  be  divided 
among  them  as  they  chose. 
Mr  Sievens  agreed  to  that. 
Mr.  Kogers  (S.  J  )  i>pi>ke,  and  was  fol- 
lowed, on  his  own  sida  of  the  tjucstion,  liy 
Finck  (O.),  and  Harding  (Ky),  and  ontlie 
Repnblioaa  eide  by  Henderson  and  8pald> 
ing. 

The  Il'juse  seconded  tSe  previous   ques- 
tion, and  Mr.  Stevens  close<l   the  debate. 
Ud  congratulated  the  Uoose  and  the  coutT- 
try  that  a  scheme  was  soon  to   l>«  submit- 
ted to  the  people  for  the  admission  of  an 
outlawed  community  to   tlie   privileges  ot 
civilized  and  free  <?overnmeut,  -  a  scheme 
containing  he  said,  as  much  positive  good 
as  the  omission  ot  uiaay  better  things.    In 
my  youth,   continued,   iu   my   manhood, 
and  in  my  old  age,  I  have  fon«lly  dreamed 
that  when   any    fortunate   chancd   should 
have  brukeu  no  lior  a  tim«>  the  foundations 
of  oar  institutions,  and   released  us  from 
obligations    the     uiobt     tyrannical    that 
"were    ever    imposed     in     the   nam    for 
freedom,   the   iutkrlligent,    free,  and  jaat 
inen  of  this  Bepoblic,   from  their  profes- 
teions  and  their  conscience,  would  have  so 
remoJeled   all  our    nstitutions  as  to  have 
freed  them  from  every  vestige  of  oppression 
of  inequality  of  rigUL-*,  ot  the  recognized 
«legradatioa  of  the  poor  and  the  superior 
taste  of  the  rich;  in  short,  that  no  distinc- 
tion  would   be  tolerated    ia  this  pnrided 
Republic  but  that   which  arose  from  merit 
and   conduct.      This    b;ight    dream    has 
vanished   "like  the  baseless  fabric  of  a 
vision."    I  tind  that  we  shall  f)e  obliged  to 
be  content  with   patching   up   the  worst 
^•ortions  of  the  ancient  edifice,  and  leaving 
It,  in  many  «  fits  par  t^  tjt>e  swept  thn. ugh 
by   the    tempests,    the    frosts,    and    tlie 
^torm3    of    despotism.     Do    yoa   inquire 
why,  holding  these  views  and  possessing 
tjome  will  of  my  own,  I  accept  so  imper- 
fect a  proposition  ?    1  answer,    becauj-e    I 
Jive  among   men,  and  not  among  angels  ; 
iimong  men  as  iutclligent,   as  determine^', 
ns  independent  as  myself,  who,  not  agree- 
ing with  me,  do  not  choose  to  yield   their 
opinions    to    mine.      Mutual    coBceesion 
therefore  is  our  only  resort  from   mutual 
Jiostility.     We  might  well  have  been  justi- 
liod  in  making  renewed  And  more  stren- 
liOoa    efforts    for    a    better  plan,  could 
we     have      had      tlio     co<iperation      of 
the  Executive.  With  his  cordial  a-sistance, 
the     rebel      States    might    have    been 
made  model  republics,    and    this    nation 
an    empire      jf      tmiversal      freedom : 
but    he  preferred    restoration    to   reoon- 
6truction.     He  chose  that  the  slave  States 
•hould  retain   as  nearly  as  poaeible  their 
sncient  condition,  with   such  small  motli- 
tication  as  he  and    his  Prime    Minister 
ehould  suggest,   without  any  impertinent 
interference   from  Congress.     He  antici- 
i)ated  the  legislative  action  of  the  National 
L^islature,    and,    by    rank    usurpation, 
erected    Qovemmeots    in  the  provinces, 
imposed  upon    them    institutions  in  the 
■MWt      arbitrary      and     unconstitutional 
BHUmer,    and      now      maintains      them 
aa    legitimate      Cfovernments,    and    in- 
•(rfeotlj    demands    that    they    be   rep- 
xeeented  in  Congress    on    e<)ual    terms, 
■with      loyal     States       To    repress     this 
tyranny,  and,  at  tlie  same  time,  to  do  some 
justice  to  the  conijuered  rebels,  requires 
caution.     The  grave  danger  is,  that  the 
eeceders   may  soon  overwhelm  the  loyal 
men  ia  Congress.     The  baste  urged  upon 
us  by  some  loyal,  but  impetuous  men,  their 
anxiety  to  embrace  the  representatives  of 
rebels,  their  ambition  to  display  their  dex- 
terity in  the  use  of  the  broad  mantle  of 
charity,  and  especially  the  danger  arising 
from  the  unscrupulous  U'^e  ot  patronage, 
and  from   the  oily  orations  of  false  pro- 
phets, famous  lor  sixty-day  obligations  and 
for  protested  political  promises,  admonish 
tis  to  make  no  delay. 

Referring  to  the  3d  sectioa  Mr.  Stevens 
eaid  he  could  'not  look  upon  the  Senate 
amendment  as  an  ^improvement.  In  his 
judgment  it  endangere*!  the  Government 
of  the  country,  both  State  and  National, 
and  I  might*  give  the  next  Congress  and 
President  to  the  reconstructed  rebels. 
With  their  enlarged  basis  of  representa- 
tion, and  the  exclusion  or'  loyal  men  of 
color  from  the  ballot-box,  he  saw  no  hope 
of  safety,  unless}  in  the  prescription  of 
proper  enabling  act?,  whicn  should 
do  justice  to  the  freedmen,  and  en- 
join enfranchisement  as  a  condition 
precedent  While  'he  saw  much  good 
in  the  proposition,  he  did  not  pretend  to 
be  satisfied  with  it;  bat  sti'l  he  was  anx- 
ious tor  its  speedy  adoption,  lor  he  depre- 
cated delay.  Let  as,  he  said  in  conclusion. 
no  longer  delay.  Let  us  take  what  we 
can  get  now,  and  hope  for  better  things  in 
future  legislation,  in  enabling  acts  or  other 
provisions. 

The  Hoose  then  proceeded  to  vote  by 
yeas  and  nays  on  (soncurring  in  the  amend- 
ments of  the  Senate. 

Several  announcements  having  been 
made  of  memberfi  absent  or  paired,  and  as 
to  how  they  would  have  voted  — 

Mr.  Eldridge,  in  ridicule,  announced 
tb%t,  if  Mr.  Brooks  of  New  York,  and 
Mr.  Voorhees,  of  Indiana,  had  not  been 
tamed  oat  of  their  seats,  they  would  have 
vot«d  no. 

To  which  Mr.  Stevens  adde<1,  that  if 
JetFerson  Davis  was  here  he  would  proba- 
Viy  t»ave  voted  tlio  same  way.  [Laughter 
and  upplause.] 

An  I  Mr.  Wentworth  addetl :  So'would 
Jake  Thomson. 

The  Speaker  directed  his  own  name  to 
be  calletl,  and  he  voted  aye. 

The  vote  was  a  strictly  party  vote,  and 
resulted— -yeas  1'2C>,  nays  33. 

The  Speaker  announced  that,  over  tro* 
thirds  of  both  Houses  having  agreed  to  the 
joint  reaolutron  proposing  amendments  to 
the  Constitution  of  die  United  States,  the 
j(Mnt  reeoluti    ,  .,^  paaeed.

After  the  General's  death  he  win  un- 
conscious for  about  three  minute  "  of 
your  time,"  continued  Miss  Bullene,  and 
then  he  awoke  to  tind  himself  t<urroi  nded 
by  his  family  an>'  distinguished  fr  ends. 
His  mortal  body  lay  oa  earth  befort  him, 
and  he  was  attire<l  in  a  spiritual  body  "  at 
least  twenty  years  younger,"  and  kh  pro- 
portionately rejuvenatetl.  He  pa>8t  d  an 
hour  "of  your  time"  in  enjoying  th.d  ex- 
hilaration of  his  new  life,  in  convt  rsing 
with  the  deceased  members  of  his  ftiHuly, 
and  in  receiving  the  congratulatio  is  of 
his  innumerable  admirers  among  the  spir- 
its. The  mourning  which  shroude<I  this 
country  at  his  loss  was  contra-^tetl  hr  the 
joy  which  greeted  his  entrance  int  >  the 
spirit  land,  and  as  the.e  was  every  mani- 
festation of  grief  here,  so  there  was  >)very 
form  of  rejoicing  in  that,  pphero.  Then 
the  General  relapsed  into  unconsciou;  ness, 
which  continued  until  the  next  day,  "yoar 
time,"  during  which  the  preparations  were 
made  for  this  grand  oflicial  receptii  'n  by 
the  spiritual  autbo.Mties.  When  he  "  re- 
awakened again,"  as  Miss  Bullene exj  ress- 
ed  it,  everything  was  ready,  and  ho  was 
arrayed  in  his  spiritual  costume,  v  hieh 
the  lecturess  very  carefully  describe^',  ex- 
plaining everything  ahoat  it  as  min  itely

First  of  all.  Miss  Bullene  asserted   that 
the  dress  which  spirits  wear  is  com|>osed 
of  exhalations  from   their    thous^hts    and 
spiritual  bodies,  and  colored  by  their  idio- 
synacracies  and  desires    These  exhah  tions 
begin  at  the  base  of  the  brain  and  fi  rin  a 
positive  electric  current,  which  leaves    the 
tiace  clear  &n<i  clothes  all  the  rest   of    the 
body  in  a  semi-transparent  drapery.     The 
spirits  can  ornament  this  dress  in  an)  way 
they  choose  by  simply  wishing  for  the  orna- 
ments ;  but  bad  spirits  wear   dark  c  )lors 
and  the  purer  the  spirit  the  whiter   and 
brighter  u  its  costume.     Gen.   Sco  t,  on 
the  occasion  of  his  receptien,  was  arrayed 
in  a  suit  of  pearly  white  or  silvery    ^ray, 
indicative  of  the  fact     that,    althou  {b    a 
very  good  man,  he  had  his  failings,  'vhioh 
prevented  his  dre^s  from  being   per  ectly 
pure.  On  his  bosom  there  were  two  or  three 
purple  spots,  emblematical  of  duties  vhich 
he    had   left  Hnpertbrme<l.     On   hir    left 
shoulder  were  three  glittering  starn     the 
insigna  of  liis  rank.     Across  his  ches    was 
a  sfwh  and  around  his  waist  a  belt.     Over 
his  heart  was  an  eye,   "glowing,  fla>  hing, 
and  gleaming  with  joy  unsjieakable. "     Ou 
ids  left  side   was  a  scabtmrd    of  ( urest 
gold.     In  his  right  hand  he  held  i    two 
edged  sword  of  the  truest  steel,  it  4  hilt 
adorned  with  diamonds,  pearls,  emeralds, 
and  topaz,  "the  emblems  of  the  lour  na- 
tions whose  future  now  appears  to  b)  pro- 
phetic'*—whatever  that[|may  mean.     This 
sword,  said  Miss  Bullene,  si^nitioantl  /,  was 
pointed  toward   the  crown  of  Enghiud,  a 
fact  which  you  may  interpret  as  yoi   will. 
As  there  were  no  Fenians  present  this  hit 
of  the  lecturess  fell  dead. 

Gen.  Scott  was  received  by  all  tlie 
spirits  e?i  wosse.  At  his  right  stootl  ^ash- 
ingtoa.  Behind  him  was  Wellington,  the 
Iron  Duke.  At  his  left  appeared  tl  e  late 
Czar  of  Russia.  Before  him,  with  'olded 
arms.  Napoleon  was  stationed  as  the  repre- 
sentative of  France.  Jetlerson,  Midiaon, 
Taylor,  Lincoln,  and  the  otlier  de  ieased 
Presidents  of  the  Republic,  whose  aames 
Miss  Bullene  had  clearly  forgotten,  acted 
as  the  reception  committee.  Clay,  Web- 
ster, Douglas  and  Washington  Irvi  ig  as- 
sisted the  committee. 

All  the  dead  heroes  of  the  rccei  t  war 
were  on  duty,  with  many  thousf  nds  of 
other  famous  people  whom  Miss  I  ullene 
would  not  name.  The  reception  cor.  jmony 
was  excee<lingly  modest.  A  little  child, 
whom  the  General  had  dearly  loved,  was 
deputed  to  present  him  with  a  cr  >wn  of 
laurel ;  and,  as  it  was  placed  on  the  hero's 
bead,  there  were  acclamations  fr<  im  the 
vast  throng.  With  these  few  parti  lulars. 
Miss  Bullene  concluded  her  lectun,  after 
impressing  upon  our  minds  the  duty  of 
"disciplinarianship,"  which  she  stated  to 
be  Gen.  Scott's  chief  characteristic 


The  execution  of  Anton  Probst,

An  entire  family,  father,  mother,  four 
innocent  children,  Hho  had  res|>ectivcly 
seen  tho  smiles  of  hut  eight,  tix,  four  and 
two  8umiucr5»,  a  nit-co  of  Mr.  Deering's, 
and  a  servant  Ih>v,  wero  the  victims  of  the 
incarnato  wretcli,  Antoino  Prolwt. 

Tlie  crimo  crii-d  aloud  to  heayen,  and  it 
did  not  rest  lon^'  before  tho  arms  of  a 
ceaseless  veogiance  eeize<1  upon  liim. 
Wittiin  three  dava  after  the  murders  lie 
was  arrested,  was  afx>n  trietl  and  convict- 
ed, and  sentenced  to  death. 

Upon  the  6th  of  M'ly,  in  tho  prefcnro 
of  a  few  witnesses,  Prolwt  made  the  fol- 
lowing 

VOLUNTARY  (ONFI8BI0N  : 

I  was  born  in  Enlingen,  Baden ;  I  came 
to  this  country  in  18«'.:J,  in  the  Columbus  ; 
I  landed  on  Saturday,  May  0,  and  en- 
liste<l  two  hours  afterwards  in  the  Twellth 
cavalry ;  I  stayed  in  Wa:ihington  six  or 
eight  weeks  and  then  deserted  and  enlisted 
in  the  Forty-drst  infantry  and  went  tu 
Folly  h\Am} ;  after  some  month's  we  were 
ordered  to  Washington,  when  I  deserted 
and  came  to  Philadelphia  and  strtpped  at 
Buck  s  (meaning  a  tavern).  Carpenter 
street,  near  Broad;  I  stayed  there  a  couple 
of  times  and  went  to  Ctiris.  Moore's,'who 
took  me  to  West  ChesUr;  May  28,  1SG5, 
I  was  discharged  at  Richmond  and  came 
back  and  stayed  fourteen  days  at  Chrin. 
Moore's  ;  I  then  went  to  New  York  and 
Uobokon,  where  1  worked  three  weeks  on 
I  the  streets;  I  ca!ne  back  and  stayed  two 
or  three  days  with  Chris.  Moore  and  got 
work  at  L'>verijig'.'  .'^ugar  refinery  ;  then  I 
}  went  to  Maryland  and  sj^ent  three  weeks 
I  in  picking  peache.s ;  tla-u  came  back  and 
i  went  to  Doering'rs  and  hire<l  with  him  at 
fifteen  dollars  a  month  ;  I  ttayed  with 
him  only  thr^  weeks,  because  he 
wanted  mo  t«>  work  in  the  rain,  which  I 
refused  to  <'o ;  he  paid  me  up  and  I  came 
to  the  city  with  Cornelius  aiid  etayetl 
three  or  four  days  fith  Chris.  Moore;  tlien 
I  went  to  the  country  and  caino  back  to 
him  ;  had  no  mcmey  imtl  had  to  go  to  the 


almshonse;  when  I  got

witli  Leckfeldt ;  then  went  down  to  Deer- 
ing's on  Friday  evening,  the  2d   of  Ftl»- 
ruary,  the  second   time;  told  him    I  had 
been  in  Germany  ;    I  wa'che«l  for   an  oj)- 
portuiiity  to  rob   them,  but  did  not   get 
any  chance  ;  I  thouglit  of  killing  them  all 
eight  or  ten  days  l>efore   tho   murder  ;  I 
thought  of  getting    up   early   and  killing 
them  as  they  canio  down  in  the  morning, 
but  my  heart  failed.     The  in»>rnin«  of  tl;c 
murder  was   dark,   rainy   and   cold;  Mr. 
Deeriug   went   to   the   city ;    ho  .said   ho 
would  l>e  back  about  one  o'clock ;  Corne- 
lias and  I    went    to    work  about  eight 
o'clock;  we  worked  alniut  a  hundred  yards 
from   the  hay  stack;    I   took  the  big  axe 
with  roe  in  tlie  cart  to  cut   the  nntts ;  he 
sat  down  under  a  tree  and   I  stooil  l>ehind 
him  ;    I  raised  my  arm  three  or  four  times 
bef<»re  I  could  strike  him  ;  then  I  hit  him 
on  the  head  ;  he  fell  and    I  gave  him  one 
or  two  moje  blows;  then  I  cut  hid  throat ; 
I  put  him  on  the  cart  aud   hHule<1  him  to 
the  haystack  and   covered  him    up;  to«  k 
hay  and    wiped    Uio   blood   oil' the  cart; 
then  I  came  to  the  bouse  with  the  cart ;  I 
left  it  standing  at  the  machine  hou»e,  Unik 
the  axes  iutothe  stable  and  went  into  the 
house;  the  woman  (Mrs.  Deeriug)  was  out 
getting  \>  ater ;   I   calleil  John  to  come  to 
the  stable  and  help  me ;   I  got   the  h  ttie 
axe ;  he   went  into  the  stable — I  behind 
him  ;  I  struck  him  with    tie  axe   and    he 
fell  into  the  entry ;  i  gave  him  one  or  two 
more  blows  and  cut  histhri>at  ;    I  went  to 
the  house  again  and  toUl   the  woman  the 
colt  was  loose ;  she  c;ime  into  the  stable, 
when      I      hit    her    on    the    head    two 
or     three      times      and      chopped    her 
throat   ;       then      I      wont      and      told 
Tom  that     his     mother    wanted   to    see 
him  :  he  went  into  the  stable  and  I  killc«I 
him  the  same  way  as  the  others ;   then  I 
went  and  told  Annie  her  mother  wanted  to 
see  her ;  I  took  the   baby  in  my  arms  and 
went  with  her ;  I  left  the  baby  sitting  out- 
side playing  on  the  hay  ;  I  followed  Annie 
into  the  stable  and  killed  her  in  the  same 
place  as  her  mother ;  tiien  I  came  out  and 
kille<l  tho  baby  ;  I  covered  them  all  uj) ;  I 
took  the  new  axe  and   pu!>  it  out  outside 
the  door;  I  left  the  little  axe  near  the 
stable  d(H)r  and  took  the  iiorse  from  the 
cart,  put  him  in  the  stable  and  went  into 
the  house  to  wait  for  Mr.  iJeering ;  I  saw 
him  coming  with  a  woman  ;  I  told  him  the 
steer  was  sick ;  he   went  into  the  stable 
and  I  walke<I   behind   t  im  ;  I  hit  him  on 
the  left  side   and   ho  fell  on  his  face ;  I 
turned  him  around,   gave  him  one  or  two 
more  hits  and  cut  his  throat ;  ho  never 
spf>ke ;  none  of  them   spoke  a  word  after 
they  were  struck ;  Miss  Doland  called  to 
me  to  put  the  horse  away ;  I  told  her  Mrs. 
Deering  wanted  her  in  the  stable;  she 
came  down  and  went  in ;  I  struck  her  and 
she  fell  on  Mr.  Deering's  face  ;  I  finished 
her  with  two  or  three  blows  ;  then  I  ex- 
amined   both   their  pockets ;  I  ehat  the 
•table  door  and   put  away  the  horse  and 
carriage ;    I  went   back  to  the  house ;  I 
found  that  the  big  |X)cketbook  had  ten 
dollars  in  it ;  Miss  Dolan's  book  had  noth- 
ing but  postage  stamps;  went  up  stairs 
and  found  under  the  be<l  a  little  book  with 
three  dollars  and  sixty-five  cents  in  it ;  I 
shaved  myself  with  Mr.  Deering's  razor ; 
wahhed  aud  dressed  myself  in  his  clothes, 
and  eat  some  bread  and   butter,  and  took 
Miss  Doltm'a  cari)et-bag  and  packetl  my 
things  in  it,  and  then  went  to  the  Point 
House  road ;  the  yellow  dog  followed  me 
to  the  city  ;  I  went  up  Third  utreet  in  the 
railroad  car  to  Callow  hill  street ;  I  did  not 
see  the  dog  after  that ;  I  went  to  Leck- 
feldt*^ and  from  there  I  went  to  the  Ger- 
mantown  road  to  pell  the  pistols  which  I 
had  found  in  the  house ;  I  went  back  to 
Front  street  and  stayed  all  night ;  the  next 
morning  I  went  to  Chris  M<  ore's,  then  to 
LeckfeldtV,  and  then  went  home  with  Su- 
san, but  came  back  to  Leckfeldt's  in  fifteen 
or  twenty  minutes ;  stayed  there  Sunday, 
Monday  and  Tuesday  night* ;  on  Wednes- 
day night  I  slept  in  a  boat  at  Brown  street 
wharf;  on  Thursday  morning  I  sold  the 


watch  lor  four  dollars,  and  went  back  to 
I^kfeldt's,  and  paid  the  three  dollars  and 
fcixty  cents  1  owed  ;  alx)ut  half-past  seven 
at  night  I  went  away  with  Heinrich  ;  I  had 
no  money,  and  felt  as  il  I  wanted  to  go  all 
over  the  world  ;  I  went  out  Market  street, 
near  the  bridge ;  I  met  three  oflBcers ;  1 
heard  one  of  them  say,  "That  is  the 
man;"  1  walked  pretty  sharp  when  I 
hearil  that,  but  they  caught  me ;  I  sold 
the  silver  watch  in  second  street  for  two 
dollars ;  I  am  satisfied  with  the  fairness  of 
my  trial;  all  tliat  was  testified  ^as  true; 
I  exiMJcted  to  be  caught,  but  did  not  care 
so  long  as  I  had  no  money. 
During  the  reciUl  of  this  confession

was  quiet,  undemonstrative,  cool,  and  un- 
embarra.Hsed.  Tlie  presence  of  his  fellow- 
beings  Mn  no  way  disconcerted  him,  nor 
was.he  in  any  way  abashed.  He  was  a 
cheJrful-minded  youth  when  not  sanguin- 
ary, and  quite  frequently,  during  the  fore- 
going recital,  varied  the  exjiression  of  his 
u;jly  countenance  by  a  grin  which  he  doubt- 
less intended  for  a  smile,  which  served  the 
purpose  of  indicating  his  utter  senselessness 
and  brutality.  He  recline<l  uncouthly  but 
easily  upon  his  btd,  and  twirle<l  a  rosary 
aliout  his  stubby  fingers  with  careless  and 
gracelesw  freedom.  To  do  the  man  jus- 
tice, I  must  say  that  le  had  no  apparent 
desire  to  conceal  or  cover  any  part  of  his 
crime.  He  cared  nothing  for  the  bloody 
remiiiiscenoti — for  the  crying  baby,  the 
shrieking  maiden,  the  horrified  woman  or 
the  stricken  man — it  was  all  the  same  to 
him;  the  eight  were  dead,  he  was  en  route 
for  the  bourne,  and  all  he  had  to  do  until 
the  hour  of  ten  on  the  8th  of  June  was  to 
tend  with  jealous  care  his  brutal  Inxly. 

PBBSONAI.  OF  THE  MURDBKKK. 

Probst  was  a  short,  thick  sot  man,  Eome 
tweoty-fonr  years  ot  age,  with  a  decided 
Teutonic  expretmion  of  coantenance  and 
general  appearance  by  no  means  indioat- 
iUiU  the  cold-bloodetl  murderer  that  he 
was.  His  eye  was  mildly  blue  and  very 
pleasing,  and  his  whole  bearing  that  of  a 
JTood  natured  and  innocent  countryman. 
But  aroused,  he  gave  evidence  of  being  as 
a  gentleman  who  frequently  conversed 
with  him  says,  like  a  mad  bull,  capable  of 
no  control,  and  intent  only  upon  destruc- 
tion. 

There  was  something  of  the  philosopher 
about  Probst,  notwithstanding  hi^  fool- 
hardiness.  Daring  the  trial  ha  preserved 
a  sullen,  stolid  demeanor,  .all  the  testi- 
mony proving  his  «2uilt ;  the  artless  state- 
ment of  little  Willie  Dearing,  whose  ab- 
sence Irom  hi  me  alone  taved  his  life  ;  the 
im^tassioned  description  ot  the  olIeEca 
made  by  the  District- Attorney  Marvin  ; 
none  of  tiicse  things  seeiHod  to  troub.'e 
tl'.e  pi  isoner.  Not  even  the  death  een- 
tence  caused  him  to  move  a  muscle  of  his 
countenance.  And  yet  while  the  trial  was 
progres  ing,  Piobst  says  his  heart  was 
bleeding  at  the  recollection  of  his  crime. 
As  fltatwl  by  a  memt>er  of  the  Philadel- 
phia [iress,  ho  said  :  "  What  am  I  to  do  ? 
If  I  weep  they  will  t^ay  I  am  a  coward  ; 
and  whilo  I  could  kill  women  and  children, 
I  would  cry  when  I  was  punished.  If  I 
was  bold  aud  defiant,  they  would  ray  it 
was  because  I  was  brutal  and  hardhearted. 
If  I  liNiked  blank  and  impassive  they 
found  fault  with  me  tor  that  What  am 
I  to  do?' 

Wa-^  there  not  tho  philosophy  of 
something  more  than  the  mere  murderer 
iu  this? 

And  l()vo  for  home  fwas  expressed  in 
more  than  one  way.  Of  his  si-ter  Mary 
nobody  could  sjieak  without  moving  the 
man  to  tears  It  is  told  that  a  gentleman 
visiting  tho  prison  showed  Probst  a  pic- 
ture representing  some  children  enjoying 
tliemselves  on  a  holiday  occat-ion.  Proi)et 
bur^t  into  tears  and  was  asked  why  he 
wept  "Because,"  said  he,  "  It  reminds 
me  of  tho  iiappy  days  when  I  too  was  an 
innocent  chihl,  neve,  thinking  of  wha^  I 
thould  come  to.  My  Go. !  Could  I  only 
bring  tliose  days  back  again." 

And  yet  this  wretch,  so  hensitive  in  his 
cell,  aud  so  stolid  when  facing  a  multitude 
clamor«>ns  for  his  blooil,  could  deliberate- 
1/  murder  men,  women  and  babes  for  a 
paltry  twenty  dollars. 

Probst  was  particularly  attentive  to  his 
religious  devotion.  He  expressed  a  hope 
f«>r  |>ardon  from  Heaven,  and  seemed  to 
fear  that  it  would  not  he  granted.  At 
last  ho  believed  that  his  future  was  secure; 
thpt  hid  penilence  had  been  recorded  on 
high,  an  1  G(k1  had  ibrgiven  him.  Then 
hu  becafne  a  religious  enthut-iast. 


TnR  MrKOKIIBIC  A.S  A  LKTTBIt  WIUTBB 

A  few  days  after  his  arrest,  and  prior 
to  tlie  tri.'d,  Probst  wrote  the  following  let- 
to  his  parents: 

riiiL.ABRi  niiA,  18th  of  April,  18C8. 

DkAK  PaKKNTS,   ni{(»TIIBRS  AND  SiSTEItS  : 

I  write  to  you  now  for  the  h  st  time,  and 
desire  to  inform  you  of  tho  terrible  fate 
which  has  befallen  mo.  I  have  now  got 
so  far  in  America,  that,  with  a  companion 
from  the  Canton  SolmtTliausen,  I  deprived 
of  life  an  entire  family,  consisting  of  eight 
|)ers<ins.  Although  i  was  taken  on  the 
third  «lay  after  the  fearful  occurrence,  and 
now,  do  not  know  on  what  day  I  must  die, 
they  have  aot  an  yet  caught  the  one  who 
was  with  me.  At  first  I  did  not  wish  to 
write  to  yon  any  more,  but  could  not 
bring  it  over  my  heart ;  I  felt  that  I  must 
let  yon  know  of  the  awful  murder.  No 
doubt,  it  « ill  be  a  matter  of  surprise  to 
you  to  know  how  I  could  have  fallen  so 
low.     I  will  tell  yon. 

Immediately  upon  my  arrival  in   this 
country,  I  became  a  soldier,  in  which  po- 
sition  I  heard   nothing   but   cursing   and 
swearing,  and  soon  became  a  sharer  in  ev- 
ery wickedness.     When,  then,  I  was  freed 
from  tho  army,  I   gave  myself  up  to  evil 
companionship,  and  to  every  sort  of  licen- 
tiousness, and  thus  I  soon   reached  such  a 
pitch  that  I  no  longer  believed  in  God  nor 
iu  anything.     Now,  I  humbly  ask  you  all 
to  forgive  me,  and  do  not  take  the  matter 
too  much  at  heart.     It  has  happened,  and 
we  can  now  no  longer'change  it;  therefore, 
I  only  ask  your  forgiveness  once  agaiu. 
I  beg  of  you,  pray,   pray  for  rae  for  I 
greatly  need  it.     When  I  only  think  how 
good  and  kind  you  always  were  to  me, 
and  how  happy  and    comfortable  I  al- 
ways was  while  I  was  with  you;   and  now 
I  have  sunk  so  low,  that  here,  in  the  years  of 
my  youth,  I  must  die  on  the  gallows,  I 
would  desire  but  one  more  hour  to  spend 
with  you,  then  I    would   willingly  die. 
When  I  think  of  you  at  home ;    father, 
moUier,  brothers,  and  little  sister  Mary, 
my  senses  almost  leave   me.     But  it  has 
once  happened,  and  now  I  can  no  longer 
remedy  it.     Once  again   I  ask  your  par- 
don.    Do  not  let  this  trouble  crush  you. 
I  only  beg  of   you,  help    me    by    your 
prayers,  help  me  as  much  as  yoa  ean. 

I  will  now  close  my  letter  with  many 
thousand  greetings.     I  have  been 

Your  UDeratcful  son  and  brother. 
ANTON  PROBST. 
P.  S._Once  more  I  ask   you  all,  for- 
give me  I     I  jwish   you   much  happiness, 
and  many  blessings,  and  pray  for  me. 

The  day  before  the  execution  he  wrote 
the  following  farewell  letter:

lowed  the  f'ree<Iom  of  the  cell.  At  six 
o'clock  Oaseidy  remarked  to  him,  "Probst, 
do  you  hear  those  l)ells?"  referring  to  the 
bells  of  the  Catholic  cliarch  near  by.  The 
condemned  replied  that  he  did.  Cassidy 
said,  "Probst,  you  will  never  hear  them 
again.  You  know  whut  they  mean?" 
The  prisoner  bowed  his  head  and  was  very 
much  aUtiCted  and  wept. 

Mr.  Perkins  sent  him  his  breakfast, 
which  consisted  of  two  boiled  eggs,  coffee, 
and  bread  aud  butter.  The  prisoner  ate 
it  gratefully  and  with  a  relish. 

SherilF  llowellj  in  obediance  to  the  in- 
vitation extended  to  him  by  the  Rev.  M^ 
Grundther,  in  the  prisoner's  behalf,  visited 
the  cell  of  the  condemned.  Tho  SherilF 
addressed  the  prisoner  as  follows* — "Anton 
Probst,  I  have  come  this  morning,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  law,  to  proceed  with 
your  execution.  I  am  Informed  by  your 
kind  spiritual  adviser  that  you  are  ready." 

The  doomed  man  replied,  "Dat  is  so.'" 
He  then  shook  hands  with  one  of  the 
keepers  and  l>ade  him  au  affectionate  good- 
bye. 

At  half  past  ten  the  prisoner  left  his 
tpU,  wlii'^li  was  upon  the  second  floor,  and 
was  esc  >t ted  to  the  room  where  the  jury 
was  in  waiting. 

The  prisoner  carried  in  his  hands  a  cru- 
cifix, upon  which  he  kept  his  eyes  during 
his  walk  to  the  gallows.  His  step  was 
firm,  and  bis  attention  from  tho  crucifix 
was  diverted  but  once  dnrii  g  the  walk 
to  the  foaffold. 

Ihe  condemned  was 
a  coarse  shiit,  a  pair  of 
sers  and  heavy  brogtins. 
entirely  careless  as  to 
cated  his  desire  to  proceed.  The  Sheriff 
then  formetl  the  procession,  and  in  decor- 
ous solemnity  the  little  cortege  moved 
along  tlie  corridor  to  the  yard,  thenca  to 
the  foot  of  the  scaffold's  stair.

oeived  my  last  letter,  in  which  I  sent  you 
the  sad  intelligence  of  my  &te.    I  daeire 
to  write  to  you  onco  again,  to  inform  you 
how  I  have  spent  my  tiine  here  in  prison. 
I  have  now  Bi)ent  eight  weeks  in  this  cell, 
and  have  endeavored  to  prepare  for  my 
death  as  well  aa  I  po&^ibly  could.    The 
clergyman  has  visited  mo  every  day,  and 
has  instructed  me  well.     I  have  eeveral 
times  confessed  and  received  holy  commu- 
nion.    Besides  this,  many  prayers  are  of- 
fered up  for  me  throughout  the  entire  city, 
and  therefore  I  am  now  so  cheerful  and 
consoled  that   I  can  gladly  offer  up  nny 
life    as    an    atonement     tor    my   fearful 
crime.       I    trust    that      you      will    be 
consoled  andjcheerful  as  I  am.     The  cler- 
gymen will  send  you  all  tho  particulars  of 
my  death.     I  only  entreat  you   all,  p"ay 
for  me.     Have  the  holy  sacrifice  of  Masr- 
offered  up  frequently  for  the  repose  of  my 
|H)or  soul.     Joseph  Wocchter  has  also  visit- 
ed me  several  times  during  my  imprison- 
ment.    He  will  send  you  my  picture  and 
a  lock  of  my  hair.    The  eighth  of  June 
has  been  appointed  as  the  day  of  my  denth, 
and  t()-jnorrow  will  bo  tlie  t  ighth  of  June, 
on  which  I  am  ready  to  offer .  op  my  life 
with  greatest  joy  for  my  sins.     I  trust  to 
meet  you  all  in  eternity,  in  a  happier  and 
better  place,  and  this  hope  makes  me  re- 
joice with  my  whole  heart.     I  will  now 
close  my  letter  with  many  thousand  greet- 
ings to  all  of  you.     I  send  a  most  heart- 
felt farewell  1     May   we  meet  again  in  a 
bettor  world.  Anton  Probst. 

The  statement  of  his  confessor,  the  Bev. 
Father  Gauther,  a  clergyman  universally 
respected,  will  read  with  interest  in  this 
connection : 

"  He  is  very  cheerful,  and  realizes  his 
last  hour  in  a  truly  Christian  spirit.  He 
never  said  he  was  sorry  he  murdered 
everybody  bat  Mr.  Deering.  If  he  could 
undo  it,  he  would  do  so.  He  is  truly 
penitent.  He  he  trusts  in  the  mercy  of 
Jesus  Christ  his  Saviour.  Be  told  me  to- 
day, 'if  God  will  only  accept  what  little 
sacrifice  I  can  make,'  meaning  his  lift',  the 
hardships  of  prison,  and  the  anxiety,  'as 
an  atonement  for  my  awtul  crime,  thii: 
would  make  me  exceedingly  happy. ' 

"  Of  course  I  officially  assured  him  of 
that ;  the  infinite  mercy  of  GkI  Ho  reads 
religious  books  all  the  d.iy  allowed  to  him- 
stlf. 

"  He  is  a  splendid  reader  iu  German 
He  has  had  a  first-clafs  education,  such  as 
could  be  received  in  the  ordinary  villages 
of  Germany  by  one  whose  trade   was  a 
carpenter. 

"  He  says  he  never  did  anything  wrong 
at  home,  and  that  is  Ixirne  oat  by  his 
friends  who  knew  him  from  childhood. 
He  is  naturally  kind.  In  regard  to  the 
murder  he  got  the  one  idea  in  his  mind, 
and  it  preyed  on  him.  The  eight  murders 
were  all  one  act  to  him. 

"  He  experiences  the  power  of  prayer. 
He  says  he  can  pray  now  three  or  four 
hours  without  the  least  distraction.  The 
odicers  of  tl:e  prison  could  not  refuse  their 
respect  to  him.  On  account  of  his  btha- 
vior  in  tho  prison  they  re.>ipect  him. 

"He  reads  German  religious  works; 
one  book  in  particular,  faecal iarly  afipro- 
priate  to  men  in  circumstances  like  his, 
a  book  of  religious  instruction  and  a  couple 
of  i)rayer-book8.

The  gal  owswaa  erected  on  the  most  se- 
cluded v\Ki\.  within  the  walls  cf  the  prison. 
The  usual  place  for  executions  was  in  the 
western  part  of  the  yard,  directly  in  the 
rear  of  one  of  the  wings  of  the  jail.  Here 
Williams,  Mor^ler,  Spring,  Langfeldt,  the 
Skupinskis  and  several  others,  were  hung.

In  answer  to  a  question  of  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Grundther,  he  said  :  "I  hope  the 
authorities  and  people  will  forgive  me  as  I 
hope  to  be  forgiven"  After  saying  this  he 
slowly  repeated  again  "God  forgive  me." 
He  looked  once  up  at  the  sun  which  was 
shining  directly  in  his  lace  during  these 
few  minutes,  but  never  once  cast  his  eyes 
upon  the  spectators.  While  upon  his 
knees  during  one  portion  of  the  religious 
service,  his  face  wore  a  supplicating  look, 
and  he  seemed  as  if  unconscious  of  any- 
thing surrounding  him.

IX  THK    CITY. 

The  most  serious  damage,  perhaps, 
was  sustakied  by  the  Myrtle  Street 
Church  Society.  When  the  storm 
was  at  the  hight  of  its  fury,  the  im- 
mense steeple  of  that  elegant  edifice 
finally  yielded  and  came  crushing  to 
the  earth,  and  was  scattered  into  ten 
thousand  fragments.  The  wreck  is 
being  removed,  and  the  building — 
which  has  been  an  ornament  to  the 
city — now  presents  a  sorry  appear- 
ance. It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  So- 
ciety will  at  once  repair  the  damages, 
which  must  amount  to  one  thousand 
dollars  or  more. 

The  south  half  of  the  roof  on  the 
court  house  was  carried  near  two  hun- 
dred feet,  and  depositi'd  on  the  prem- 
ises of  Mr.  Wheeler — a  clear  case  of 
trespass  on  that  gentleman's  pcrson.al 
rights. 

A  portion  of  the  west  end  of  Knipp's 
Brewery,  in  Schulenbcrg's    Addition 
— a  substantial   stone    building — was 
blown  in.     The  loss  is  not  great 

A  newly  finished  brick  buildinj:  in 
Holcombo's  Addition,  owned  by  a 
Mr.  Wheeler,  was  almost  entirely  de- 
molished, but  fortunately  the  inmates 
escaped  without  injury. 

Hundreds  of  houses  are  denuded  of 
chimneys,  and  scores  of  fine  premises 
are  shorn  of  their  beautiful  shrubbery, 
fences  and  attractive  gardens  and 
walks,  giving  the  city  a  decidedly 
shabby  appearance.  But  our  people 
all  take  their  misfortunes  philosophi- 
cally, and  arc  thankful  that  they  es- 
caped so  well.  We  have  not  learned 
of  any  serious  personal  injuries. 

ON  THE  LAKE. 

The  little  steamer  Tiffer —  employed 
as  a  tow-boat — turned  a  summersault 
when  approaching  the  city  and  is  yet 
occupying  that  position.  The  engin- 
eer— whose  name  we  have  been  un- 
able to  learn —  was  drowned.  The 
balance  of  the  crew,  after  clinging  to 
the  wreck  a  number  of  hours,  all  suc- 
ceeded in  getting  a  shore  and  reached 
this  city  yesterday.  Their  condition 
wa«  extremely  perilous,  and  their  es- 
cape miraculous.  A  number  of  rafts 
opposite  the  city  were  broken  up,  in- 
volving considerable  loss  to  the  pro- 
prietors.

A  §ad   Aflklr. 

It  has  ?eldom,  during  a  long  series 
of  years  of  reportorial  life,  that  we 
have  been  called  upon  to  perform  a 
more  painful  duty  than  the  announce- 
ment of  the  accidental  drowning,  last 
Saturday  evening,  of  Mr.  Louis  Hil- 
LE,  of  this  city.  Mr.  Hille,  in  com- 
pany with  Dr.  Gerligher  and  Julius 
Brunswick,  Esq.,  went  into  Lake  St 
Croix  a  few  blocks  above  our  office 
for  the  purpose  of  bathing.  The  un- 
fortunate man  was  not  a  swimmer, 
and  entered  the  water  with  much 
precaution — carrying  a  rod  and  meas 
uring  the  depth  as  he  advanced — but 
was  suddenly  precipitated  over  an  ab- 
rupt precipice  into  some  fifteen  feet 
of  water.  Every  eflfort  to  rescue  him 
was  made  by  his  companions  and  oth- 
er parties  called  to  their  assistance, 
but  without  avail.  His  body  was  not 
recoversd  until  after  some  thirty  min- 
utes when  all  efforts  at  resuscitation 
proved  unavailing. 

Mr.  Hille  was  born  in  Peine,  Han- 
over, and  was  31  years  of  age.  For 
near  two  years  past  he  has  been  fore- 
man of  the  merchant  tailoring  estab- 
lishment of  Mr.  J  E.  Schlenk,  in  the 
Messenger  Building,  and  by  his  strict 
attention  to  his  business  and  gentle- 
manly bearing,  had  become  a  favorite 
with  all  his  acquaintances.  Mr.  Hil- 
le was  a  Corporal  in  the  42d  Illinois 
Regiment,  and  was  highly  esteemed 
in  Chicago  as  in  Stillwater  as  a  true 
soldier  and  estimable  gentleman. 
"He  sleeps  his  last  sleep — he  has 
fought  his  last  battle." 

After  passing  through  all  the  vicis- 
situdes of  Sheridan's  disasters  and 
victories,  he  has  thus  suddenly  lain 
down  to  pleasant  dreams.  A  sister, 
residing  in  Chicago,  is  the  only  rela- 
tive of  our  young  friend  in  the  count- 
ry of  his  adoption. 

A  large  number  of  sympathizing 
friends  attended  his  interment  on 
Monday— Rev.  Mr.  Hoffman,  of  the 
German  Lutheran  Church  officiating, 
upon  which  occasion  he  delivered  a 
most  interesting  and  eloquent  dis- 
course.

Fcniana  tii  ^aniuta. 

The  Canadian  Parliament  assem* 
bliug  on  the  8th  iiist — since  the  Feni- 
an invasion — the  message  of  the  Gov- 
ernor General  has  been  looked  for 
with  more  than  usual  interest  on  this 
side  of  the  line.  The  Governor  Gen- 
eral alludes  to  the  termination  of  the 
reciprocity  treaty  with  the  LTnited 
States,  and  says  that  efibrts  afe  being 
made  to  find  new  markets  for  their 
surplus  products.  In  regard  to  the 
Fenian  Invasion  he  says: 

"  The  threats  and  prepf\rations  for 
an  attack  on  Canada,  constantly  made 
by  persons  known  as  Fenians, '  called 
me,  since  the  Last  Parliahient,  by  ad- 
vice of  my  ministers,  to  call  out  a 
large  force  of  the  volunteer  militia  of 
the  Province.  The  spirit  shown  by 
the  people,  ready  to  respond  to  the 
proclamation,  received  the  approval 
ofller  Majesty's  government.  Events 
which  have  occurred  in  the  last  few 
days  aftbrd  continued  proof  of  the 
necessity  of  precautionary  me.isures. 
The  Province  has  been  invaded  by  a 
lawless  band  of  marauders,  but  I  con- 
gratulate you  that  they  were  forced, 
in  twenty-four  hours,  to  make  a  pre- 
cipitate retreat.  The  whole  country 
has  been  thoroughly  aroused  and  it 
must  now  be  apparent  to  them  that 
the  resources  of  the  country,  men 
and  means  will  any  moment  be  cheei;- 
fully  given  for  repelling  any  invasion 
of  tneir  homes." 

The  proclamation  of  the  President 
of  the  United  States  declarinj;  that  no 
violation  of  the  neutrality  laws  will  be 
permitted,  shows,  says  the  Governor, 
a  desire  on  his  p.art,  to  maintain  the 
friendly  relations  now  existing  be- 
tween the  two  countries.  The  con- 
federation of  all  the  provinces  of 
British  North  America  will,  in  the 
Governor's  opinion,  shortly  be  car- 
ried into  effect ;  and  he  expresses  his 
confident  expectation  that  the  new 
Parliament  which  will  assemble  at  the 
capital  will  embrace  representatives 
of  all  the  provinces.  The  financial  af- 
fairs of  Canada  are  in  a  very  satisfac- 
tory state— the  revenue  being  largely 
in  excess  of  the  estimates,  and  enab- 
ling the  government  to  provide  fortho 
heavy  unexpected  charges  upon  the 
country. "

A  hot  sultry  day  wai  terminated  last 
evening  by  one  ot  the  most  violent  storms 
which  ever  vinitvd  the  city.  Between 
eight  and  nine  o'clock  in  the  evening  the 
storm  which  had  been  fur  some  time 
threatening  broke  upon  the  city  and  for 
about  three  quarters  of  an  hour  raged 
furiously.  Rain  fell  in  torrents  and  ac- 
companied by  such  a  blinding  wind  made 
it  truly  fearful  to  be  upon  the  street. 
The  hour  at  whioh  it  occurred  prevents 
our  obtaining  a  fall  account  of  the  ex- 
tent of  the  storm  or  the  amount  of  dam- 
age done,  but  enough  i^  known  to  ren 
der  it  certain  that  it  foots  up  high  in 
thousands  of  dollars. 


CORONER'S  INQUEST 

The  Bemains  of  a  Man  Found  on 
the  Island  in  a  Box. 


From  the  It.  Paul  Pioneer  June  26. 

On  St  nday  evening  a  lad  named  Ed- 
ward Gcerin  was  fishing  on  the  Island 
above  thd  bridge,  near  the  old  powder 
magazine,  when  Le  came  across  a  long 
box  lylnj  on  the  ground  under  a  tree. 
Wishing  to  see  what  was  in  the  box,  be 
broke  it  t  pen  with  a  stone,  and  discovered 
a  human  skeleton  enclosed  in  it 

It  bein ;  very  late  when  he  returned 
home,  be  did  not  Inform  the  Coroner,  O. 
F.  Ford,  Esq  ,  of  the  occurrence  until  yes- 
terday n  orning.  Squire  Ford  at  once 
summone  1  a  jury  and  proceeded  to  the 
spot 

The  bo  les  were  quite  dry,  and  may  have 
belonged  to  a  person  dead  a  year  or  two. 
They  were  lying  below  the  high  water 
mark,  an  i  may  have  floated  there  from 
above,  lltill,  all  this  is  mere  conjecture. 
It  was  in  possible  to  ascertain  bow,  when, 
or  by  wb  it  means  the  deceased  came  to 
his  death  and  the  jury  returned  a  verdict 
to  that  e  feot 

The  re  nains  were  brought  to  the  city, 
and  borie  1  in  Oakland  Oemetery.

Injured. 

During  the  progress  cf  the  storm,  Hope 
Engine  House  beU  sounded  the  alarm  of 
fire  and  the  firemen  turning  out  in  res- 
ponse found  that  it  was  o<*ca9ioned  by  the 
falling  of  the  walla  of  the  Cosmopolitan 
Hotel,  which  was  recently  burned  on 
the  corner  of  Third  and  Franklin  streets 
Adjoining  the  hotel  was  Dailey  's  fur  store, 
a  three-story  brick  building.  I  he  heavy 
atone  walls  of  the  hotel,  Jailing  upon  it, 
crushed  the  upper  story  flat,  and  badly 
damaged  the  whole  building,  its  appear- 
ance, as  well  as  could  be  seen  last  evening, 
indicating  tbat  the  portion  still  standing 
would  have  to  be  taken  down  l)efore  any 
part  can  be  rebuilt. 

Adjoining  the  Dailey  building  was  a 
small,  one-story  frame,  occupied  by  Doctor 
Schell  as  an  office  and  lodging  apartment 
The  upper  story  of  the  brick  building  fell 
upon  this  structure,  crushing  it  as  though 
it  had  been  an  egg-shell,  and  leveling  it 
to  the  ground  The  Doctor  and  a  gentle- 
man, whose  name  we  oouid  not  ascertain, 
were  in  the  office  at  the  time,  but  bearing 
the  premonitary  no  se  the  Doctor'  com- 
panion escaped.  The  Doctor  was  less  for- 
tunate and  was  caught  in  the  ruins  and 
badly  oru&bed.  As  soon  as  possible  be 
was  extricated  from  the  mass  cf  rubbish 
in  an  insensible  condition  and  carried  to 
Pulford's  board ing-bouEO  en  Fourth  street, 
nearly  in  the  rear  of  the  scene  of  the  dis- 
aster. 

Drs.  Briebine  and  Mattocks  attended  the 
injured  man,  and  fotind  tbat  he  had  suf- 
fered a  compound  fracture  of  his  left  leg 
near  the  ankle.  The  upper  portions  of 
his  body  were  badly  bruised,  and  when  our 
reporter  left  it  was  thought  that  his  back 
might  be  broken,  and  bis  recovery  was 
considered  uncertain.  To  look  at  the  ruins 
of  his  office,  it  seems  almost  a  miraplethat 
he  was  not  instantly  killed. 

The  walls  of  the  hotel  were  estimated 
as  worth  four  thousand  dollars  and  will  be 
a  total  loss.  The  Dailey  building  was 
valueded  at  ten  thousand  dollars  but  the 
extent  of  the  damage  it  is  impossible  to 
give  with  any  accuracy.  It  will  perhaps 
reach  six  thousand  dollars  besiJes  the 
injury  to  their  stock  of    furs  by  the  rain. 

TUB  eOBKB   AT   H0WB8  C1KCU8. 

The  scene  at  Howe's  Circus,  on  the  lot 
adjoining  the  International,  beggars  de- 
scription. The  tent  was  crowded  witli 
between  two  and  three  thousand  men,  wo- 
men and  children,  and  the  second  act  had 
just  commenced  when  the  storm  struck 
the  tent  The  canvass  was  lowered  as 
rapidly  as  posbible,  but  too  late  to  prevent 
disaster.  The  center-pole  was  broken  off, 
all  the  lights  ext  nguisbed,  and  down  came 
the  canvas  upon  the  heads  of  the  multi- 
tude. Women  slirieked  and  fainted,  chil 
dren  screamed  with  fright,  men  jammed 
themselves  about  promiscuously  anu  made 
confusion  worse  confounded.  Jack-knives, 
pen-knives  and  dirks  were  drawn,  and  the 
canvass  slashed  in  all  directions.  Some 
even  tried  to  tear  holes  with  their  teeth, 
or  make  an  opening  with  their  heads.  It 
was  a  general  promiscuous  scramble  for 
the  outside  positions.  Mothers  lost  their 
children  and  were  searching  fran- 
tically in  the  dark  for  their  little  ones ; 
lovers  were  separated  from  their 
sweethearts,  and  husbands  and  wives 
part«d  without  the  aid  of  a  divorce. 
Hats,  caps,  bonnets,  parasols,  gloves, 
sbawls,  and  all  the  et  cetera  of  loose 
clothing  together  with  articles  not  usu- 
ally so  loose,  were  scattered  about  in  all 
directions,  but  nobody  cared  for  expenses 
and  rip  went  the  canvass  to  relieve  the 
jam. 

Strange  to  say  no  one,  so  tar  as  we 
were  able  to  learn  upon  diligent  inquiry, 
wa?  seriously  injured.  A  number  of  per- 
sons were  reported  hurt  and  a  story  of 
two  deaths  was  started,  but  we  could 
trace  them  to  no  reliable  source  or  And 
any  one  who  knew  anything  about  it  and 
tbey  were  probably  canards.  A  few 
bruisesi,  bumped  noses  and  elbow  punches 
in  the  ribs,  with  an  occasional  faint,  was 
the  extent  of  the  damage.    Some  of  the 


gentlemen  who  were  not  separated  from 
their  doloinat  bad  the  presence  ot  mind 
to  surround  their  calico  accompaniments, 
and  thus  with  their  manly  bosoms  breasted 
the  storm  and  protected  them  from  al 
barm.

A  mother  was  search- 
ing for  her  child  in  an  agony   of  despa'r, 
and  it  was  finally  ascertained  that  i^be  bad 
passed  it  a  number  of  times,  but  conld  not 
recognize  it  owing  to  the  effect  whioh  the 
rain  had  had  upon  its  hitherto  unwashed 
face,     the  had  been  more  carefal  of    her 
person,  and  consequently  after  ki?8i:?g  the 
lost  darling  it  looked    perfectly    natural. 
Altogether  it  was  fun  to  be  there- on  the 
outside. 

DAMAOBS  BL5BWHIKB. 

It  would  be  impossible  to  recount  all  the 
damage  in  detail.     The  roof  of  the  Amer- 
ican Express  building,  on  the  corner  of 
Tuird     and      St.    Peter     etreet««,      was 
torn      off      and    carried      across     the 
street.       The    wharf     boat      was    par- 
tially   loosed     from     its    moorings    and 
created^  some  consternation    among  the 
War  Eagle's  passengers,  as  that  boat  was 
lying  aloBgbide.

DEPLORABLE  GAtUALTY. 


A  i^oung  Lady  Drowned  in 
White  Bear  Lake. 


On  Sunday  evening,  about  nine  o'clock, 
a  young  lady  named  Eliza  Ann  Beale?,  re- 
siding at  White  Bear  Like,  was  drowned 
in  that  Lake  while  bathing. 

Miss  Beales  was  in  company  with  an- 
other young  lady  named  Miss  Chrietler. 
Tempted  by  the  beauty  and  serenity  of  the 
evening,  the  two  young  ladles,  shortly  af- 
ter dark,  the  moon  shining  brightly,  put 
on  their  bathing  dresses  and  waded  into 
the  Lake,  directly  in  front  of  their  resi 
denoe,  the  cottage  of  James  C.  Murray,  of 
whose  wife  Mil's  Beales  was  a  sister. 

Mies  Christler  eays  they  waded  out  band 
in  hand  fully  one  hundred  yards  from 
shore,  at  which  distance  t'lC  water  was 
about  up  to  their  shoulders.  Tbey  then 
tarned  to  cnme  ashore,  but  scarcely  did 
so  eie  tbey  slipped  into  a  bole,  which  it 
stems  they  bad  mit^sed  in  going  out. 

They  both  went  under  the  water,  and 
a-'  neiiber  could  swim,  commenced  strug- 
gling to  get  out.  Miss  Beales  sank  at 
once.  Miss  Christler  managed  to  keep  on 
top  of  the  water,  and  tcrfamed  for  help. 
She  says  she  caught  Miss  Beales  by  the 
hair  onue,  but  could  not  hold  her  up. 

James  0.  Murray  was  sitting  in  his  yard 
when  he  hea  d  Mi^s  Cbrietler's  cry  of  dis- 
tress. He  at  once  rushed  to  the  beach— a 
few  yards  off,  and  pushed  out  in  his  skiff 
He  reached  Mies  Christler  in  time  to  save 
her  from  drowning,  but  could  not  save 
Mies  Beales.  She  was  nowhere  to  be 
seen. 

The  alarm  was  given  at  once,  and  seve- 
ral young  men  immediately  dove  for  the 
body,  and  succeeded  in  finding  it  after  it 
had  been  at  the  bottom  only  a  few  min- 
utes. Life  was  apparently  extinct,  but  the 
relative.')  and  fri  nds  of  the  unfortunate 
yourg  lady  worked  for  several  hours  to 
resuscitate  her.  It  was  all  in  vain,  how- 
ever; life  had  fled. 

Mies  Beales  was  aged  26  years,  and  was 
a  most  estimable  young  lady.  The  sad 
occurrence  has  cast  a  gloom  over  the  little 
settlement  at  White  Bear  Lake.  Notwith- 
standing the  tens  of  thousands  who  have 
sailed,  swam  and  sported  in  that  lovely 
sheet  of  water  for  years  past,  this  is  the 
first  death  by  drowning  that  has  ever  oc- 
curred there. 

Miss  Beales'  remains  are  to  be  buried 
this  afternoon,  at  the  cemetery  near  the 
Lake.

rand,  of  whom  he  appeared  to  be  particu- 
larly fond.     Having  been  informed  of  the 
invasion   of  Canada  by  the   Fenians,  he, 
upon  ecve.  al  occasionp,  expressed  his  un- 
qualified disapproval  of  the  movement,  and 
characterized   it  as  absurd,  unwise,  and 
calculate<l  to  do  more  mischief  than  good 
The  last  conversation  of  any   moment 
tbat  the  dying  statesman  bad  with  hia  rel- 
atives or  friends  was  on  Wednesday  even- 
ing last,  at  which  time  he  appeared  to  be 
fully  himseli,   and  recognized  those  wjjo 
surrounded  his  bedside.     He  talked  quite 
freely  with  them. 

During  bis  illnefs  he  was  attended  by 
Dr.  Z.  Pitcher  and  Dr.  D.  O  Farrand,  the 
latter  having  remained  by  his  bedside  al 
moet  constantly  for  several  months  past 
His  disesfie  was  not  "softening  of  the 
brain,"  as  was  reported  at  the  time,  but  a 
disease  consequent  upon  old  age. 

About  9  o'clock  on  Saturday  'night  it 
was  quite  apparent  tbat  dissolution  would 
take  place.  At  about  ten  minutes  before 
four  o'clock  on  Sunday  morning  a  marked 
change  occurred,  and  eight  minutes  later 
the  soul  of  the  statesmen  bad  passed  into 
the  presence  of  its  Maker.  When  the 
bells  of  the  city  struck  four  o'clock,  the 
pulse  had  ceiled  to  beat,  and  all  was  over. 
There  were  present  at  the  bedside  when 
Qen.  Cass  exprired,  bis  daughters,  Mrs. 
Canfield,  and  Madam  Von  Limburg,  and 
Mr.  George  S.  Frost,  Mr.  Wm.  Foxen  and 
Dr.  D.  0  Farrand. 

Qen.  Cass'  wife  died  in  March,  1855, 
and  left  four  children,  all  of  whom  are 
now  living.  They  are  :  Major  Lewis  Cass, 
Mrs.  Ledyard,  wife  of  Henry  Ledyard, 
♦formerly  Mayor  of  this  city  ;  Madam  Von 
Limburg,  wife  of  the  resident  Minister  of 
the  Netherlands;  and  Mrs.  Canfield,  widow 
of  Capt  Canfield,  formerly  United  States 
Topographical  Eengneers. 

Probably  the  most  salient  characteristic 
of  the  deceased  statesman  was  his  robust 
strength,  physical   and   intellectual.     The 
vigor  of  his  constitution,   inherited  from 
hardy  parents  and  fortified  by  an   active 
and  stirring  life,  is  attested  by  his  longev- 
ity and  the  uniform  excellence  of  his  life 
His  p'jrsonal  appearance  ga/e  evidence  of 
the  possession  of  great  bodily  strength 
and  rare  powers  of  endurance.    His  habits 
were  unexceptionable.     He  neither  used 
tobacco  in  any  form,  nor  ever  tasted  ardent 
spirits  as  a  beverage,  and  he  died  with  a 
system  nnweakened,  and  a  soul  untainted 
by  licentiousness  in  any  guise.     The  traits 
of  bis  intellect  were  also  of  the  virile  type. 
No    public  man  of   bis    generation  sur- 
passed him  in  potent,  resolute  and  fireless 
energy.     His  executive  abilities   were  re- 
markable, and   the  multifarious  duties  of 
his  life  were  invariably  discharged  with 
fidelity  and  dispatch.      His  perstnal  in 
trepidity  became  proverbial,   and    found 
many  opportunities  lor  effective  display 
in  the  war  of    1812,   and  in  bis  20  years 
intercourse  with  the  North  American  sav- 
ages.     This    marked    mental   attribute, 
joined  to  an  indomitable  will,   exorcised  a 
decisive  infiuence  upon  the  most  important 
crises  in  his  diplomatic  and  senatorial  ca- 
reer.    Mr.  Cass'  intellectual  powers  were 
neither  profound  nor  brilliant,  but  essen- 
tially practical  and  substantial     His  scbol- 
ary  attainments,   though   extensive,  were 
not  exhaustive   nor  critical.      In   meta- 

Ehysics  and  the  cognate  mental  sciences, 
e  remained  voluntarily  a  tyro.  In  bis 
reasoning,  therefore,  he  never  sought 
to  rise  aiiove  the  connmon  plants,  nor  re- 
lied upon  novel  logical  devioes,  but 
in  the  beaten  arena  with  famil- 
iar weapons  ever  did  yeoman's  service. 
He  certainly  cannot  be  classed  among  the 
world's  original  thinkers,  and  we  cannot 
claim  for  him  the  paternity  of  any  durable 
social  or  political  system.  Of  popular 
sovereignty  he  was  rather  the  herald  and 
champion  than  the  father,  and  the  thun- 
derclap of  war  has  already  annihilated  tfiat 
vaporous  tlieory.  The  positive  attributes 
of  bis  mind  were  an  apt  faculty  of  appre- 
ciation, clear  and  common  sense  powers 
of  thought,  and  an  independaot  spirit 
"The  agility  of  an  athlete  or  the  proportions 
of  an  Apollo  may  have  le^n  wanting, 
but  there  was  no  lack  of  ferviceable 
strength.  His  cnreer,  was  throughout, 
therefore,  straightforward,  and  in  the 
point  of  consistency,  history  can  produce 
but  few  political  records  that  will  not  tut- 
ler  by  comparison.  His  peculiar  tempera- 
ment also  rendered  him  in  all  warfare, 
forenpio  as  well  as  martial,  eager  to  take 
the  offensive,  and  he  never  acknowledged 
defeat  while  a  resource  of  resistance  re- 
mained Among  men  of  genius  and  su- 
perlative talents  he  shone,  therefore, 
through  qualities  less  brilliant,  but  none 
the  less  valuable.  Constant  activity,  im- 
portant achievements,  rare  capacity  for 
labor,  and  the  American  pugnacity,  ren- 
dered him  a  prominent  aotor  npon  a  stage 
trod  by  some  of  the  mightiest  of  earth's 
giants 

Mr.  Cbfs'  business  habits  were  oast  in  a 
liko  mould.  lo  his  dealings  with  others 
he  was  always  just  and  liberal.  During 
life  he  never  sued  a  debtor,  in  the  great 
commercial  crises  which  have  periodically 
con vul^  the  financial  fabric,  his  course 
towards  th^se  with  whom  he  was  connect- 
ed in  business  relations  was  invariably 
generous  beyond  all  common  precedent

Foreign  news  to  the  10th  has  been  re- 
ceived by  thfl  steamer  China.  The  follow- 
ing is  the  latest  relative  to  the  war: 

On  the  eighth  the  Prna&iaa  troops  w- 
rived  at  Rendsburg  and  occupied  the  town. 
They  were  peacefully  met  by  the  Aus- 
trian garrison,  who  withdrew  from  the 
town  the  same  day,  and  the  parting  was 
quite  friendly. 

Gen  Gablenz,  the  Austrian  commander, 
had    isBoed  a    proclamation,     protecting 
neainst  the  entrance  of  the  Prussians  into 
Holsteio.aud  statin^;;  that  I:e  awaited  the  or. 
ders  of  his  sovereign  as  to  the  course  to 
pursue.     He  announced  that  the  Govern- 
ment of  Uoli-tein  is  transferred  to  Altona. 
General  Manteulel,^he  Prussian  com- 
mander, had  sent  a  ne-patch  to  Gablenz, 
stating  that  in  consequence  of  the  declar- 
tions  by  Austria,  in  the  Federal  Diet  and 
tlie  conversation  of  tlie  Southern   State?, 
the  position  of  affiiira   as  existing  before 
the  Gai>tein  Convention   is  re- estal dished. 
General  Manteufel  therefore  enters  Hol- 
steio,  but  will  not  occupy  the  places  al- 
ready in   possepsion    of    tlie    Austrians. 
He  has  received  orders  to  avoid  a  conflict 
and   not  di-tmiss  tt<e  civil  functionaries. 
He  concludes  by  expre?«*ing  the  hope  that 
a   peaceable    understanding  will   prevent 
the  outbreak  of  war. 

Gen.  Mantenfel  has  also  i^suod  a  pro- 
clamation to  the  inhabitants  of  Scheiswig, 
announcing  the  dii^patcb  of  troops  to  Hol- 
stien  for  the  maintenance  of  the  sovereign 
rights  of  his  royal  master,  which  have 
heea  placed  in  jeopardy.  The  step,  how- 
ever, is  merely  defensive  in  character. 

General  Mantenfel  is  said  to  have  sum- 
moned Gablenz  to  re-establish  a  state  of 
common  ad'ninistration  in  the  Duchies. 

It  is  reported  that  Prussia  will  forcibly 
prevent  the  assembly  of  the  Holsteia 
estates.  A  Florence  telegram  says  that 
Italy  will  commence  hoe-tilieti«fs  as  soon  as 
war  is  d«K;lared  in  Germany . 

The  indications  that  war  will  soon  break 
out  are  increasing.  The  entry  of  the 
Prussians  into  HoUtein  is  regarded  by 
some  an  a  virtual  commencement  of  the 
war.  It  is  asserted  that  the  entry  is  a 
breach  of  the  Gastein  Convention,  and 
tbo  forcible  occupation  is  a  casus  belli. 

Tf*e  Duke  de  Gammont  bad  gone  from 
Paris  to  Vienna,  and  his  mipbion  is  said  to 
be  a  last  effort  for  conciliation.  He  had 
a  conference  with  Conat  Mensdorff,  and 
an  audience  with  the  Emperor  of  Austria. 
Mensdorff  is  said  to  have  positively 
maintained  the  attitude  of  the  Austrian 
reply  to  the  invitation  to  the  Congress. 
The  court  courier  had  arrived  at  Vienna 
with  an  autc^graph  letter  from  the  Czar. 

Brismark  has  issued  an  important  dis- 
patch   to    the    Prussian    representatives 
abroad  in  very  bitter  terms  towaid   Aus- 
tria, and  in  one  passage  says :    *'  All  our 
information  agrees  that  the  determirati<  n 
to  make  war  is  settled  in  Vienna.    On  the 
other  hand,  it  is  asserted  that  Prussia  has 
been  most  conciliatory  for  peace,  but  the 
corresponding  feeling  no  longer  exists  at 
Vienna.     Not  only  was  there   manifested 
an  entire  absence  of  all  readiness  to  enter 
into  confidential  negotiations  and  discuss 
the  possibiiHies  of  agreement,  but  the  ex- 
pressions ul  the  influential  Austrian  states- 
men and  c  •  m^^e'lors  of  the  Emperor  have 
been  reported    •)  the  King  from  an  authen- 
tic source,  whic!:  Vaves  no  doubt  that  the 
Imperial  Minister   '  -^ires  war  at  any  price, 
partly    in    hope  of     I'^oeas    in   the  field, 
partly  to    ride  over  «.l>ime8tic  difficulties, 
nay,    even    Austrian    finances    by  Prus- 
sian   contributions,     or      by     honorable 
bankruptcy.     We  can  see  a  decided  inten- 
tion on  the  part  of  Austria  for  forcing  a 
war    with  Prussia,   and  at   most  making 
use   of   negotiations  as  to  a  Concrefs  to 
gain  time  by  prociastinali  m   for  her  own 
not  entirely  completed  arrangements,  but 
especially  for  those  of  her  allies.     The  fact 
of  war  is  a  settled  determination  at  Vien- 
na.    The  only  further  point  is  to  choose 
the  favorable  time  to  begin."    Referring 
to  tlie  Duchies,  Bismark  says  :  "  Perhaps 
we  shall  at  least  be  believed  when  k%  sol- 
emnly protest  against  a  nation  wishine  us 
to  make   good   our  claim  on  the  Duchies 
by   disregarding  the  rights  of  the  posses- 
sor.    Now,  too,  probably,    it  will    not  be 
difficult  to  understand  the  real  motives  of 
the  armaments  by  which  Austria  has  giv- 
en rise  to  the   present  crinie,    and  whose 
removal  by  means  of  the  Cmgress  she  has 
further  taken   rare   to  render   impossible 
by  the  attitude  she  has  assumed." 
The  circular  is  dated  June  4th. 
The  London  Times  gays  that  such  a  des- 
patch  as  the   almve   has   not  often  been 
peruetd  by   an  European    minister.     The 
Prusirian   statesman   now   seems  to  think 
courtesy   unnecetsary  in  his  oommnnioa- 
lions   with    Austria.      All   the  pride,  the 
bitter  hostility,  the  most  fanatical  purpose 
which  have  been  necessarily  represtied  dur- 
ing long   negotiations,    break  tv>r(h  when 
negotiations  may  be  oonsideied  at  an  end. 
The  despatch  breathes   the  spiiitof  war, 
and  seems  to  have  been  written  in  antici- 
pation of  immediate  rupture. 

The  London  Telegraph  says :  With  this 
despatch  the  last  hope  of  peace  has  disap- 
peared, and  bobtilkies  become  ioevital^e 
The  Paris  Couslttntionnel  says  the  po- 
sition of  France  is  not  changed  by  the  re- 
cent events.  S'le  maintains  an  entire  in- 
dependence, and  would  cnly  take  active 
part  if  events  or  imperative  circumstances 
should  render  it  her  duty  far  the  defence 
of  the  national  honor  or  interest

On  the  U'h  of  May.  1610,   H«nrj  IV., 
King  ot  France,  waa  ridlcg  in  the  st  eets 
of  Paris  in  a  hiijie   royal  coach,  with  sev- 
en noblemen   of  hin  oonrt.     The  vehicle 
was  as  large  as  a   modern   omnibnc,  and 
not  unlike  one  in  t>hape,  the  occupants  be- 
ing seated    with   their  backs  towards  the 
wheels,    and  expo^d   to   view   from  the 
waist  apwardsi.     The  King,   who  was  to 
leave  Paris    for  the  scat  of  war,  in  which 
he  bad  taker  the  side   of    the  Protestant 
power  against  the   Oatholic,  was  going  to 
take  leave  of  the  Doke  et  Solly,  the  Grand 
Master  of  Artillery. 

He  was  in  the  foorteeoth  year  of  bis 
rei^^n  and  fifty-seventh  of  bis  age.  A  war- 
rior from  his  youth  np  his  beard  was  griz 
zled  and  his  hair  whitening;  but  hi«  na- 
tural force  wiis  still  ahuodantly  capable  of 
sustaining  the  fatigue  of  a  oampHign.  By 
his  valor  and  clemency,  France,  from  be- 
ing torn  and  impoverished  by  civil  war, 
ha*l  become  united  and  tranqail,  had  at- 
tained in  Europe  a  commanding  eminence, 
and  was  able  to  opp«^&e,  witli  a  fair  pros- 
pect of  success,  the  eBormourt  power  of 
Spain  and  Austria  oombineil.  Frenchmen 
to  this  day  esteem  him  the  greatest  and 
Itest  of  their  kings.  They  style  him  t''e 
Father  of  lii-t  C«»untry.  A*  a  general,  he 
was  the  brave!»t  of  the  brave— active,  skill- 


lace  who  dragged  them  about  the  atreeit 
nntil  the  end  of  the  day. 

Ravaillao  was  simply   a    ooDomaniac. 
An  age  more  civilized  would  1  ave  regard- 
ed him  as    an  object  of  cum  >a«8ion  and 
consigned  him  to  an  anylam  iJid  a  phy- 
siciaii,  in.-tead  of  torture  and   he  scaffold. 
In  all  Europe,  there  were  no  x  oices  rai-ed 
In  rebuke  of  the  horrors  ot  hh  execution, 
except  those  of  the  party   opjoeed  to  the 
politic«  of    the   king.     The    e  ttreroe  par- 
tisans of  the  Oatholic   intere«t   applauded 
his  act  as  that  of    a  hero  ant  att'ected  to 
regard  his  execution  as  martryd  >m.     Aside 
from  party  feelirgs   his    pnnis  iment  evi- 
lently  eatietieil  the  popular  eeuse  of  ju*- 
ticeof  that  age.     Of  the  rukrr'   of   Eu- 
rope of  that  century,  the  slain  king  alone, 
pehape,  was  enlightened  enou^  h  to  have 
held  in  proper  execration   such  a  hideous 
scene   as  the  execotioo  of    bis  murderer 
presented. 

Meanwhile,  the  b<x]y  of  the  king  lay  in 
itate  in  his  palace,  for  it  was  the  cu^t^n 
not  to  bury  a  king  of  France  uiitil  he  had 
l>een  dead  forty  days  The  <orp8,  em- 
balraetl,  was  enclosed  in  a  coffii  of  lead 
and  covered  with  a  pall,  upon  vhich  was 
placed  a  wax  figure  of  the  king  as  laige  an 
life  in  a  sitting  posture.  Everf  day  at

!»pread  on  a  table  before  theetBi'y,  and  the

1 1  og 
that  he  bad  neither  accomplices  or  abtt- 
tors.  A  second  time  he  was  tortnrt.l,  but 
without  effect.  He  signed  this  second 
"  Interrogatory,"  as  it  was  called,  in  a  firm 
band  with  his  tuil  name,  and  added  to  it  a 
French  couplet,  which  may  be  translated 
tbns:

U       Thirteen  days  after  lie  bad  committed 
♦^  that  crime,  he  was  led  to  execution  in  one 
of-4i*«  public  places  of  Pai  is,  which  was 
Arowded    with   spectators   of  every  rank, 
^any  ladies  of  the  court,  it  is  recorded, 
were  present  to  witnese  the  horrid  scene, 
and  sought  to  display  their  loyalty  by  open- 
ly exniiing  over  the  prolonged  agonies  of 
the  delud^  man.     Being  bound  to  a  cro^s 
on  an  elevated  scaffold,  the  dagger  with 
which  he  had  sla<n  the  king  was  tied  in  h  s 
right  band,  and  one  hand  was  fastened  over 
a  slow  fire  and  burned  from  the  arm.  Then 
with  red-hot  pincers  the  flesh  was  torn  from 
various  parts  of  the  body,  and  melted  pitch 
and  lead  poured  into  the  wounds.

Dame,  the  waxen  effigy  being  oirried  on  a 
litter  behind  the  cotiin.  On  the  day  fol- 
lowinir,  the  corps  was  born  to  tl  e  tomb  ot 
the  French  kings,  at  the  churc!  of  Saint 
Dennis,  followed  by  a  great  ooi  course  of 
noblemen,  minii-ters,  judges,  get  erals,  and 
memberti  of  |)arliaiiient,  all  urraired  in  the 
costume  or  insignia  of  their  ran  <  or  voca- 
tion. 

The  death  of  Henry  IV.  cfunged  the 
politics  of  Europe.  Hi.s  sou,  •  le  heir  of 
the  throne,  was  a  bo>  of  nine  jears,  and 
the  kingdom  fell  into  the  haiuls  of  hi8 
mother,  a  weak  and  wicked  won)%n,  under 
whom  France  was  divided  and  jiowerless. 
The  Protestant  powers  were  defeated  and 
8ub<Iued.  For  several  years  tht  kingdom 
was  distracted  by  internal  dieeei  sions  and 
humiliated  by  internal  disasters,  until  the 
reins  of  power  wei  e  adroitly  g  'asped  by 
the  great  Richelieu,  who  restoi  ed  public 
tranquilitv,  made  France  once  more  felt 
in  the  politics  of  Europe,  and  ruled  the 
country  with  a  firm,  severe  and  i  ble  band. 
It  was  the  Cardinal  de  Richelieu  who  pre- 
vented the  assassination  ot  Henry  IV. 
from  being  fatal  to  France  and  t  check  to 
the  advancing  civilization  of  Europe.  He 
was  often  harsh,  and  sometimt  e  seemed 
cruel,  but  upon  the  whole,  hi^  rule  was 
just  and  wise.

A  most  shocking  affair  occurred  yester- 
day afternoon  in  the  burning  of  a  barn  on 
bouth  Hill,  belongiuR  to  John  Mastert-on, 
by    which    two   children   lost  their  lives 
The  particulars  are  these  :

cated  in  the  smoke  were  unable  to  escape. 
Tlie  fir©  burned   furiously,    there   bfing  a 
considerable  quantity  ot   hay  and  oats  in 
the    barn,    and    at    first    threatened  the 
house  ot   Mr.  Ma8terfM>n,    from    which  all 
the  fiousehold   goods  were  removed      As 
the  tire  was  progressing  the  other  children 
who    had   been   in    the  barn  insisted  tbat 
two  or  three  were   in   the  flames,  having 
been  unable  to  make  their  way  out.  Tfiis 
was    di-cre<liied    by   the  crowd   that  had 
gathered,  as  it  was  thought  the  little  fellows 
had  secreted  themselves,fearingpnni.shment 
for  this  |)eace  of  folly.     The  l)rotherH  and 
sisters  of  the  little  ones,  however,  began 
to  wail  most  piteously,  and  the  men  to  al- 
lay their  fears   formed   into  a  line,  pa8*etl 
buckets  of  water  to  put  out  the  flames  and 
permit  a  search      When  the  fire  wes  sub- 
dued, work  was  begun  with  great  oarnesi- 
ness,  and  at  last  the  bodies  were  found  near 
each  other  at   one  corner  of  the  huilding. 
The  remains  were  fearfully  burned,  the  ex- 
tremities had  been    consumed    and    the 
bodies  so  corap.etely   roasted  as  to  fall  to 
pieces  when  moved.     They  were  rolled  up 
In  a  sheet  and  hid  in  the  house.     The  ex- 
citement attending  the  affair  was  most  in- 
tense.   The  wailing  and   moaning  of  the 
relatives  and   friends  of  the  victims  were 
most    heartrending,    and    altogether  the 
scene    was  a  most  toughing  one.      The 
names  of  the  loet  ones  were  Johnny  Mas- 
terson,   son  of   Patri-k    Masterson,    the 
owner  of  the  barn,  aged   five  jenrs,  and 
Willie  Hannon,   aged    four  years,  son  of 
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F.'om  the  Clevelacd  Plslndealer,  June  18.

Capt.   Haskins  at   i  nee  con- 
cluded to  put  back,  and  aocordin*  ly  turned 
around  and  started  for  Clevr»|«n(l      Every- 
thing went  well  until  the  craft  arrived  at  a 
point  immediately  abrea^t  of  the  new  Un- 
ion depot,  and  ea-«t  of  the  pier,    when  she 
was  wit  eked      The  only  person   who  was 
saved     was     John     Vance,     of     Tona- 
wanda        Be       remained      with 
vessel      until      sle      went      to     pieces, 
and    then   plunge<l   into    the   v'ater  and 
fortunately  managed  to   reach  t  le  shore  ; 
not,  however,  until   he   had   bem  hurled 
againt-t  the  piles  and   badly  bruised.     He 
reports  that,  before  he  Ux)k  to  t  le  water, 
the  cactain  and   mate   had  aln  ady  been 
lost      The   last  that  be  t-aw  of  the  cap- 
tain he  was  removing  bis  clothen  prepara- 
tory  to    leaping  into    the    wat«  r.

Sb«   was  then    aUve,  but 
evidently    much   exhausted.       iier    boily 
disappeared  soon  afterwards.     \  ance,  l>e- 
fore   leaving  the  Arabian,  had  r  otbing  on 
but  a  shirt      He  was  picked  up  ind  takes 
to  a  &hip  chandlery,  on  River  street,where 
be   was  furnished    with  dry   clothes   and 
otherwise  kindly  careJ   for.     From  there 
be  was  taken  to  the  Marine  boap  tal.     The 
Arabian  was   owned    by  Captain  Haskins. 
She  went  ashore  at  about  ba|;  p  ist  eleven 
o'clock. 

On  Saturday  the  schooner  A 'lice  Gro- 
ver,  Capt  David  D  Gray,  sai!e<  fr-  m  this 
port  for  Toronto,  having  on  board  325 
tons  of  coal.  When  the  ptoi  m  of  last 
night  was  at  its  height,  the  Ali<  e  Grover 
was  at  Grand  River.  Like  the  Arabian, 
she  immediately  put  back  to  rards  this 
port,  and  succeeded  in  reaching  a  point 
opposite  the  woolen-mill,  whe  i  she,  too, 
went  to  pieces  on  the  beach.  She  was 
wrecked  at  about  11  o'clock  All  on 
board  reached  t^e  shore,  except  the  cook, 
who  was  drown ?d.  John  Powers  was  se- 
verely bruised,  and  fikewise  bat  the  first 
finger  of  his  left  band  torn  off.  He  was 
taken  to  the  Marine  hospital.  We  could 
not  learn  what  became  of  the  emainder. 
All  that  could  be  seen  of  the  t  «vo  vessels, 
this  morning,  were  a  few  gparsnnd  planks, 
floating  about  in  the  water,  or  lying  cpon 
the  beach.     The    latter    was     ined    with 


The  burning  of  the  Italian  ship  Napo- 
leon Oanevero,  on  her  passage  from 
China  to  Peru,  with  several  hundred 
coolie  emigrants,  was  reported  some  days 
since.  From  a  narrative  of  the  mate,  it 
appears  that  the  ship  sailed  from  Macao 
on  the  8th  of  March,  with  a  crew  of  forty, 
all  told,  400  tons  of  cargo,  part  of  which 
consisted  of  8,000  boxes  Chinese  firo 
crackers,  and  053  coolie  emigrants  bound 
to  Callao.  On  the  evening  of  the  t-ame 
day,  it  was  discovered  that  the  Chinese 
cooks  had  placed  poison  in  the  water  in- 
tended for  the  captain  and  olllcers'  tea. 
Four  of  them  being  discavered,  were 
flogged  with  small  bamboo  canes.  The 
next  morning  it  was  found  that  two  hun- 
dred of  ttie  coolies  had  agreed  to  rise  and 
capt'jre  the  ship.  The  ringleaders  being 
found,  were  placed  in  confinement  to 
the  number  of  thirteen  Notwithstand- 
ing this,  the  rising  took  place  at  dark 
and  a  fight  ent^ued  between  the  coolies  and 
the  crew.  After  about  thirty  of  thec^ralies 
had  been  killed,  they  were  summoned  to 
surrender,  but  a-^serted  that  they  would 
capture  the  vessel  and  kill  her  crew,  or 
die.  Upon  tfiis  the  fight  was  renewed  and 
about  tliirty  more  were  killed.  One  of 
the  crew  was  also  killed.  Deeparing  of 
success,  the  coolies  at  length  set  the  ship 
on  fire  between  decks,  and  the  captain 
and  crew  were  compelled  to  launch  the 
boats  to  escape  tbe  flames  Two  of  the 
boats  were  swamped  in  getting  them  out, 
but  tbe  third  was  got  out  safely  and  part 
of  tbe  crew  got  on  board.  The  remainder 
threw  tl:em^eivts  into  tbe  water  to  swim 
for  the  swamped  boats,  but  only  tbe 
captain,  mate,  supercargo  and  one  sailor 
succeeded  in  reaching  them.  Nine  others 
sunk  before  reachim;  the  swamped  boats 
Those  who  t'Ucceeded  in  reaching  them 
the  i  were  taken  off  by  tue  third  boat  in  about 
30  minutes  All  the  coolies  perished  in 
the  fl<kmes.  When  the  fire  reached  the 
crackers  the  ship  blew  np. 


Trade  with  Canada. 

The  Secretary  of  tlie  Treasury,  in  re- 
sponse to  a  reeolution  ot  tbe  Houfe  of 
Representatives,  today  transmitted  tot'iat 
ixMly  a  report  from  James  W.  Taylor, 
Special  Agent  of  the  Treasury  Department, 
communicating  general  information  in  re- 
gard to  the  commercial  relations  l)etween 
the  Uniteil  States  and  British  America 
The  records  of  the  Treasury  Department 
show  that  for  the  year  ending  June  8d, 
1855,  our  trade  with  British  America  is 
second  only  in  magnitude  to  tbat  with 
Great  Britian  Its  aggregate  was  $60  - 
150,602,  while  tbe  c<  mmerce  with  Great 
Britian  was  $225,709,263.  Tbe  external 
trade  ot  the  United  States  for  1865  con- 
8iste<l  of  1339,568,220  exports,  and  »237,- 
434,167  imports— an  aggregate  of  $574,- 
202,387  The  tonnage  «  f  vessels  clearing 
from  American  ports  during  tbe  year  end- 
ing June  30tb,  1865.  for  port  of  (British 
America,  was  3,531,752  Urns.  The  total 
of  6,714,945  tons  exceeding  the  tonnage 
of  vessels  employed  in  trade  with  any 
other  country.  Of  the  clearances  for 
British  America  1,710  584  tens  were  of 
Canadian  and  other  forei(;n  vessels. 

Of  the  entrances  from  British  America, 
1,689,828  tons  were  American,  and  1,503- 
364  were  Canadian  and  other  foreign.  Of 
the  total  trade  in  1854,  amounting  to 
169,303.302,  a  valuation  of  $24,183,099, 
or  34  per  cent ,  was  with  the  United 
States.  In  I8G4-'5,  the  aggregate  was 
$868,010  20,  of  which  $425,300.66,  or  48 
per  cent ,  was  with  tbe  United  States. 
Since  the  abrogation  of  the  Reciprocity 
treaty,  American  purchasers  are  paying 
higher  rates  for  Canadian  timber,   and    in

liarly nervo-.is;  eomthing  of  a  deep  import 
rests  uix)n  his  mind."    Just    at  this   mo- 
ment the  usher  threw  open  the  door,  and 
we  entered.     The  President,  after  blandly 
receiving  aod   passing    the  compliments 
of  the  morning,  said  :  "Gentlemen,  please 
excuse  me,  two  ladies  are    approaching. "

proached,    accompanied    by    one    much 
younger,  who,  from  appearance,  might  be 
her  daughter,  with  an  infant  in  her  arma 
The  nervou.s  gentleman    approached    the 
President  and  said.

"Stop,  Sir,"  taid  Mr.  Johnson  ;  "  I  re- 
ceived those  documents,  or  thdr  contents, 
two  days  ago,  atd  have  carefully  exam- 
ined them.  This  lady'^  husband  is  par- 
doned." 

The  lady,  so  overcome  with  the  feelicgs 
which  welled  up  from  her  heart  tbat  she 
was  incapable  cf  utterance,  was  likely  to 
faint.

My  father  being  a  well-to-do  farmer,  was 
able  to  keep  me  in  shoes.  It  irritated  the 
boy  to  think  he  had  no  shoes.  One  day 
my  father  sent  us  to  cut  Canada  thistles  in 
the  field.  I  had  shoes  to  protect  my  feet, 
but  poor  S was  barefoot,  and  the  this- 
tles pricked  his  feet,  and  I  bothered  him 
and  lauffhed  at  him  fur  not  having  shoes. 
He  got  excited  by  my  jeers  and  the  sting 
of  the  thistle.^  and  s'rai(<btening  himself 
up  he  shook  bis  little  fist  at  me,  and  said,

the  shoes  of  Hon.  Soomon  Foot,  United 
States  Senator  from  Vermont.

WAsniNGTON,  June  22.— The  President 
to  day  sent  the  following  message  to  tbe 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives : 

I  submit  to  Congress  a  report  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  Bute,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
concurrent  resolution  of  the  18th  inatant, 
respecting  a  submission  to  the  Legislatures 
of  tbe  States  of  an  additional  article  to  the 
constitution  of  tbe  United  States. 

It  will  be  seen  from  this  report  that  tbe 
Secretary  of  State  had,  on  the  16th  in- 
stant., transmitted  to  the  Governors  of  the 
several  states  certified  copies  of  the  joint 
resolution  passed  en  tbe  13th,  proposing 
an  amendment  to  the  Constitution. 

Even  in  ordinary  times  a  question  of 
amending  the  Constitution  must  be  justly 
regarded  as  of  paramount  importance. 
This  importance  is  at  the  pre^en^  time  en- 
hanced by  tbe  fact  that  tbe  joint  resolution 
was  not  submitted  by  the  two  Houses  for 
tbe  approval  of  tbe  President,  and  that  of 
the  thirty-six  States  which  constitute  the 
Union,  eleven  are  excluded  from  repre- 
sentation in  either  House  of  Congress,  al- 
though with  the  (ingle  exception  of  Texas, 
they  have  been  restored  to  all  their  func- 
tions as  States,  in  conformity  with  the  or- 
ganic law  of  the  land,  and  have  appeared 
at  tbe  national  cspitol  by  Senators  and 
Representatives,  who  have  applie  i  for  and 
been  refused  admission  to  the  vacant  seats; 
nor  have  the  sovereign  people  of  the  na- 
tion been  afforded  an  opportunity  of  ex- 
pressing their  views  on  the  important 
questions  which  tbe  amendment  involves 
Grave  doubts,  therefore,  may  naturally 
and  justly  arise,  as  to  whether  the  action 
of  Congress  is  in  harmony  with  tbe  senti- 
ments of  tbe  people,  and  whether  State 
Legislatures,  elected  without  leference  to 
such  an  issue,  should  be  called  upon  by 
Congress  to  decide  respecting  tbe  ratifica- 
tion of  the  proposed  constitutional  amend- 
ment Waiving  tbe  question  as  to  tbe 
constitutional  validity  of  the  proceedings 
of  Congress  upon  the  joint  resolution  pro- 
posing the  amendment,  or  as  to  the  merits 
of  tliC  article  which  it  submits  throagh 
the  executive  department  to  the  Legisla- 
tures of  the  States,  I  deem  it  proper  to 
observe  that  the  steps  taken  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  State,  as  datailed  in  the  accom- 
panying report,  are  to  be  considered  as 
purely  ministerial  and  in  no  sense  what- 
ever committing  the  executive  to  an  ap- 
proval of  the  recommendation  of  the 
amendment  to  tbe  State  Legislatures,  or 
to  the  people.  On  the  contrary,  a  proper 
appreciatlou  of  tbe  letter  and  spirit  of  tbe 
Constitution,  as  well  as  the  interests  of 
national  order,  harmony  and  union,  and  a 
deference  to  an  enlightened  public  judg- 
ment, may  at  this  time  well  suggest  a 
doubt  whether  any  amendment  to  the 
Conetitction  ought  to  be  proposed  by  Con- 
gress and  pressed  on  tbe  Legislatures  of 
the  several  States  for  final  decision,  until 
after  tbe  admission  of  such  Senators  and 
Representatives  of  the  new  unrepresented 
States  as  are  now  or  hereafter  may  be 
chosen,  in  conformity  witu  the  Constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  the  United  States.

Bills,  brought  to  the  Department  and  de- 
posited therein  an  enrolled  resolution  of 
tbe  two  Houres  of  Congress,  which  was 
thereupon  read  by  the  Secretary  of  State 
and  deposited  among  the  rolls  of  the  De- 
partment, a  copy  of  which  is  hereunto  an- 
nexed. Thereupon  tbe  Secretary  of  State, 
on  the  16th  inst,  in  conformity  with  the 
proceeding  which  was  adopted  by  him  in 
1865,  m  regard  to  tbe  then  proposed,  aod 
afterwards  adopted,  constitutional  amend- 
ment of  the  United  Etates  concerning  tbe 
prohibition  of  slavery,  transmllted  certi- 
fied copies  of  tbe  annexed  resolu  ion  to 
the  Governors  of  the  several  States,  to- 
gether with  a  certificate  and  circular  let- 
ter. A  copy  of  both  of  these  communioa- 
tions  is  hereunto  annexed.

Washinotoh,  June  22.~MiBister  Big*- 
low's  dispatch  to  Secretary  Seward  reoltea 
tbat  he  bad  deUrered  Mr.  Seward's  dto- 
patoh  to  the  fVeneh  Minister  for  IVmigD 
Affairs,  who  said  tbat  tbe  Imperial  Got* 
emment  proclaimed  its  intentioo  to  retirt 
from  Mezioo  because  it  salted  ita  eonvo* 
nienoe  and  interests  to  retire,  and  for  no 
other  reason.  When,  therefore  it  ao« 
Donnoed  formally,  not  merely  to  tbe  Unit- 
ed  State*  bat  to  til  tbe  world  that  tbe  ar- 
my  would  be  withdrawn  from  Mezioo 
within  a  epecifio  term,  be  tboogbt  it  ebonld 
be  deemed  sufficient  Tbe  fforemnMot 
made  its  declaration  in  good  faith,  and 
means  to  keep  it.  It  means  to  withdraw 
its  army  within  the  time  prescrit>ed,  and 
it  does  not  intend  to  take  one  or  two  hun- 
dred in  the  fi-st  detaobmeot,  and  one  or 
two  bandred  more  in  tbe  seoond,  leaving 
tbe  great  body  of  tbem  to  tbe  last,  tboogh 
it  had  not  deemed  it  necessary  to  spediy 
with  miouteness  details  of  this  kind,  wbicu 
depend  npon  higenic  nnd  oUmaterie  eon- 
sidsMtions,  of  which  it  was  the  beet  and 
only  competent  jadse 

This  His  Excellency  said  he  wished  I 
would  say  to  oar  Geveroment.    I  asked 
His  Excellency  ii  I  bad  ever  intimated  to 
him,    whether  in  writing  or   orally,  any 
suspicion  of   the  Emperorls  intention  to 
withdraw  bis  army  from  Mexico  in  ooeqaal 
portioBs.     He  replied  tbat  I  had  not,  I 
then  asked  him  if  any  other  person,  an- 
tborizsd  to  Fpeak  in  the  name  of  my  Gov- 
ernment, had  done  so.     He  said  no,  but 
he  had  read  imputations  of  tbat  kind  in 
one  of  our  papeis.     I  replied  in  sabstanoe 
that  the  press  was  a  law  nnt.>  itself,  and 
tbat  we  had  better  not  aooept  it  as  a  law 
unto  us ;    and  as  he  asked  me  to  oom- 
mnnicate  to  my  Gk)vernment  a  formal  an- 
swer to  what  sounded  like  an  aooasation 
of  insincerity  and  bad  faith  on  tbe  part  of 
the  Emperor,   wanted  his  authority  far 
stating  that  no  saoh  accusation  bad  reach- 
ed him  thrcgjgb  any  official  channel     He 
replied  that  he  only  had  read  it  in  a  newa- 
paper.    I  then  went  on  to  say  that  tbe 
purpose  of  your  instractioo,  as  I  under- 
stood it,  was  simply  to  obtain  an  explana- 
tion, which  was  Eare  to  be  required  of  yon 
of  tbe  shipment  in  France  of  large  bodies 
of  troops  to  Mexico  after  the  parpoee  to 
withdraw  her  whole  army  bad  been  offi- 
cially proclaimed. 

To  this  His  Excellecy  replieed  tbat  ainoe 
leeii'g  me  be  had  gotten  from  hie  ool- 
leagues  of  tbe  Marine  and  War  Depart- 
ments, information  to  tbe  purport  tiuA  no 
troops  belonging  to  the  Corps  Expedition- 
aire  bad  been  sent  to  Me^oo  this  year, 
unless  for  the  sake  of  partly  replacing  sol- 
diers missing,  but  at  any  rate  without 
augmentation  of  the  number  ot  standing 
troops ;  and  that  tbe  shipment  m 
troops  referred  to  in  pablio  prints  and  in 
your  dispatch  was  most  likely  that  made  in 
the  transport  Rhone,  about  the  beginning 
of  the  year;  that  this  Rhone  toadied  at 
Martinque,  but  not  at  St.  Tboma^  as  was 
stated ;  that  she  carried  nine  hundred  and 
sixteen,  not  twelve  bandred  soldiers;  tbat 
they  belonged  to  tbe  foreign  legion  and 
not  the  expediUonary  ooqw;  tbat  they 
consisted  of  troops  which  had  been  widt- 
ing  transportation  a  long  time  in  Franoe 
and  in  Algeria  to  join  their  regiments ; 
that  no  new  troops  bad  been  enrolled  for 
the  foriegn  legion  since  tbe  Emperor  pro- 
olaimed  bis  parpoee  to  withdraw  his  flag 
from  Mezioo,  and  tbat  no  more,  fbr  vhat 
be  knew,  were  inteded  to  be.  Tbe 
shipment  of  troops  from  Austria, 
he  said  was  an  affair  rentiely  be- 
tween that  government  and  the 
Mexican,  with  which  Franoe  bad  nothing 
to  do ;  that  sinoe  I  bad  spoken  to  him  up- 
on the  subject,  he  bad  verified  bis  own 
convictions  by  a  reference  to  ttie  Ministers 
of  War  and  Marine,  and  bad  aseertianed 
tbat  no  engagements  of  any  sort  bad  been 
entered  into  ny  either  for  enrollnMntor 
transportation  of  troops  fhmi  Austria  to 
Mexico. 

He  went  on  further  to  say  it  was  tbe  in- 
tention of  bis  government  to  withdraw  the 
army  entirely  from  Mezioo  within  tbe  time 
specified  in  bis  despatch  to  you,  at  the  ve- 
ry latest,  or  sooner,  if  the  (Ornate  or  other 
considerations  permitted,  and  it  waa  not 
its  intention  to  replace  tbem  with  other 
troops  from  any  quarter. 

At  the  oooclasion  of  a  long  oonversation 
of  which  I  have  given  the  important  re- 
sults, I  expressed  my  satisfsotioB  with  his 
excellency 'd  explanation,  and  the  pleasure 
I  should  have  in  oommonioating  them  to 
my  government. 

This  despatch  has  been  submitted  to  M. 
Drouyn  De  L'Huys,  and  the  foregoing  ver- 
sion of  the  retsults  of  our  oonversation  has 
been  approved  by  him. 

A  BLOODY  AFFAIR. 

A.  Man  Stabbed  and  Shot  by  Hii 
Own  Brother. 

From  the  Dubuque  Herald,  Jane  21, 

Two  brothens  by  the  name  of  Dennis 
and  Robert  Sbean,  residing  a  mile  and  a 
quarter  from  the  village  of  Sand  Springe, 
had  a  terrible  eooonnter  near  tbe  bouse 
of  tbe  latter  on  last  Tuesday  evening. 
From  particulars  furnished  us  by  diffweot 
parties,  we  learn  tbat  Dennis  Sbean  waa 
at  times  addicted  to  strong  drinlc,  and  Ui 
the  habit  of  indulging  himself  in  regular 
sprees  of  a  week's  duration.  On  these 
occasions  he  always  manifested  a  danger- 
ous aod  blood-thirsty  disposition,  so  muoh 
so  that  he  was  considered  insane  by  many 
persons  and  unable  to  attend  to  his  own 
affairs. 

Robert  Sbean  was  appointed  guardian  of 
tbe  person  and  estate  of  his  brother,  which 
created  ill-feeling  on  the  part  of  the  latter, 
who  repeatedly  declared  tbat  he  woald 
have  revenge,  and  the  difficolty  is  sap> 
posed  to  have  origioated  from  that  circam- 
stance. The  melee  occurred  ia  a  snoall 
grove  near  Robert  Sbean  Is  house.  Dennis 
drew  a  pistol  and  fired  npon  his  brother 
three  or  lour  times,  tbe  balls  passing 
throagh  the  shoulder  in  an  upward  dir«o> 
tion,  some  of  them  lodging  against  the 
shoulder-blade.  Not  content  with  this,  tbe 
fiend  drew  a  knife  and  plunged  it  into  tbe 
side  of  hu  brother  three  times,  and  then 
fied.  Dr.  Oummiogs  was  promptly  on  the 
spot  aod  dressed  the  wounds,  which  were 
very  severe,  but  hopes  are  entertained  of 
tbe  patient's  recovery.  Tbe  fiend  Dennis 
threatened  the  life  of  Robert's  wife,  and 
sbe,  nearly  dead  with  fright,  jumped  ont 
of  tbe  window  and  made  ber  escape  to  one 
of  the  neighbors. 

Yesterday  morning  Q*nnis  Sbean  took 
the  cars  for  Farley,  intending  to  come  to 
Dubuque.  The  neighborbood  was  aroos- 
ed,  and  upon  bis  readiing  the  depot  was 
proroptiy  arrested  and  taken  back  lo  Sand 
Springs,  where  be  wUl  be  tried  for  his 
crime.  On  beina  arrested  be  took  off  bis 
wedding  ring  and  banded  it  to  a  bysund- 
er,  requesting  him  to  send  it  back  to  bis 
wiife.  Tbe  citiaes  are  naturally  muA  ez< 
cited,  and  tbe  villain  will  probably  be  bmi- 
ored  with  a  long  term  la  the  penitentiary.
